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The Director of Public Safety of the City of Hoboken 
is the head of the Police Department. 

By virtue of the authority vested in it by law, the 
Director of the Department of Public Safety hereby 
adopts and promulgates the following Rules and Regu- 
lations for the government and discipline of the Police 
Department, which Rules and Regulations may be al- 
tered, amended or revoked, and additional ones made 
from time to time as circumstances and the good of the 
service may require. 

1.. Members of the force should understand that these 
Rules and Regulations are not intended to cover every 
case which may arise in the discharge of their duty. 
Something must necessarily be left to the intelligence and 
discretion of the individual. 


2. Each member of the Department will be furnished 
with, and must keep in his possession, a copy of these 
Rules and Regulations, and he is obliged to familiarize 
himself therewith, in order that his duties may be fully 
understood. 


Rule I 


ORGANIZATION AND DIVISION. OF POLICE 


There shall be two Precincts in the City of Hoboken, 
viz.: the First Precinct, which shall embrace that part 
of the city bounded on the West and South by the bound- 
ary line of Jersey City, on the East by the Hudson River, 
and on the North by a line commencing at the boundary 
line of Jersey City, running thence Easterly and through 
the center of Fifth Street to the River Road; thence 
Northerly and along the River Road, to and including 
the Steamship Piers at Eighth Street; and the Second | 
Precinct, which shall include all the remaining portion of . 
the city not contained in the First Precinct. —

“y The Bolles Paice shall consist of a Chief oF Police, 


an Inspector, Captains, Lieutenants, Rounds-Sergeants, 


Patrolmen, Van Drivers, Superintendent of Signal Sys- 
tem, City Prison Keeper, Janitors and Assistant Janitors, 
Matrons, as the Board of Commissioners of the City of 
Hoboken shall appoint, and who shall rank in the order 
above enumerated. 


Rule II 
QUALIFICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP 

To be eligible for appointment as an Officer or member 
of the Police Force, one must be: : 

1.\Able to read and write the English language in- 
telligently. _ 

2. Been a Citizen of the United States and a resident 

of the City of Hoboken for at least two years next pre- 
ceding his appointment. . 
_. 3. Never have been convicted of a crime involving 
moral turpitude, which would, in the judgment of The 
Board of Commissioners, be prejudicial to the morale of 
the force. 

4, Not less than twenty-one years, nor more than 
thirty-five years of age. 

5. Sound in body and in good health. 


- 6. Be of good moral character. 


Applicants for appointment as members of the Police 
Department shall execute in their own handwriting, and 
sign the application blank furnished by The Borad of 


s Commissioners, and file the same with the City Clerk, 


“accompanied by thé certificate of at least five citizens, 


 vouching for the applicant’s good moral character. The 


City Clerk shall then refer the same to the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety, for inquiry and inves- 
tigation of the qualifications of the applicant, and the 
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Director shall thereafter transmit the same with his report 
thereon to the Board of Commissioners. 


Rule III 
DISCIPLINE 


Any member of the force shall be subject to punishment 
by reprimand, forfeiture and deduction of pay, reductien 
in rank, suspension or dismissal from the force, according 
to the nature and aggravation of his offense, or for any of 
the causes enumerated in the following ee of 
this rule. 

1. Intoxication while on or off duty. 

2. Uttering indecent or profane language. 

3. Wilful disobedience to orders. 

4, Disrespect to a superior officer. 

5. Unnecessary violence to prisoners. 

6. Leaving post without just cause. 

7. Neglect to pay just debts contracted while in the 
service. 

8. Immorality, indecency or lewdness. 

9. Absent without leave. 

10. Incompetency and lack of energy. 

11. Sleeping while on duty. 

12. Entering places of ill repute, except in discharge of 


13. Neglect of duty. 

14. Violation of any criminal law. 

15. Making known any proposed action or hiovenene of 
the Force, or the provisions of any orders, to persons not 
connected with the Force. 

16. Conduct unbecoming an officer or a gentleman. 

17. Conduct subversive of good order and discipline of 
the Force. 
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- 17. Conduct subversive of good order and discipline of 
the Force. 

18. Not properly patrolling the Post. 

19. Publicly commenting in a derogatory sense, on the 
Official action of the Director of the Department of Public 
Safety, or of a superior officer, 

20. Violation of any rule or order of the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety. 


Rule IV ) 
UNIFORM AND EQUIPMENT 


(a) Members of the Force will provide at their own 
expense and maintain in a clean and serviceable condi- 
tion, such articles of uniform and equipment as are pre- 
scribed for their rank, and for the duty to which they 
are assigned. . 

(b) No uniform shall be worn until it is inspected and 
approved by the Chief of Police or Captains of Police. 

(c) Uniforms must conform in fit, material and work- 
' manship to the Department specifications as promulgated. 

(d) Black shoes shall be worn with uniforms. 

(e) Members of the Force will neither wear, use or dis- 
play with uniform a police shield except the one author- 
ized and furnished by the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety. 

(f) Members of the Force, shall at all times have their 
police shield in their possession, and when in uniform, the 
shield shall be worn over the left breast, so that its entire 
surface can be distinctly seen. 

(g) Members of the uniformed Force while on duty, 
shall be completely and properly uniformed and equipped. 
The coat of the uniform shall be securely buttoned. 

(h) The regulation revolver shall be of the standard 
known as the ‘“‘Colt’s Police Positive,” of 38 calibre. 
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_ (i) Distinguishable police uniform shall not be worh on. 
the street in conjunction with civilian clothing. 

(j) The purchase and wear of second-hand Keer of 
clothing shall not be permitted. 


‘(k) Members of the Force shall preserve their memo- 


tandum books for future reference, and shall produce 
them when required by a superior officer. 


(1) Uniformed Police officers of all rank, when on 
duty, or when on parade, shall wear the regulation gloves, 
prescribed as part of the uniform. 


(m) Lieutenants, Rounds-Sergeants and Patrolmen shall 
perform all duty in uniform, unless otherwise ordered. 

(n) Members of the Force shall promptly report to 
their superior officer, the loss of, damage to, or unservicé- 
able condition of their police equipment. 


Rule V 
CHIEF OF POLICE 


1. The Chief of Police shall be the chief executive 
officer of the Police Department, subject to the rules and 
regulations and orders prescribed by the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, and it shall be his duty to 
see that all laws and ordinances are duly enforced through- 
out the city. 


2. It shall be his duty to attend at all extraordinary 
fires and all riots or tumultuous assemblages occuring 
within the City, and to take command of the police pre- 
sent thereat, to save and protect property 


3. He shall make on January 1st of each year. an 
annual report in writing to the Director of the Depart- 
ment ‘of Public Safety, of the business transactions of 
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the Department with such statistics and suggestions as 
he may deem advisable concerning the government and 
discipline of the Force. 


4, All orders to the Chief of Police shall emanate from 
and be issued to him by the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety, and all orders to the Police Force shall 
be issued by the Chief to the Inspector and Captains of 
Police, and by them communicated to the Force, or any 
member or members thereof. 


5. When charges are filed with the Chief of Police 
against any member of the Police Force, he shall, at his 
earliest convenience, transmit the same with the names 
of witnesses to the Director of the Department of Public 
Safety. When charges are made against members of the 
Police Force by persons not members of the Police Depart- 
ment, he shall, before forwarding the same to the Director, 
require the complaints to be verified under oath, 


°6. The Chief of Police shall have the power to pro- 
mulgate orders to the members of the police force, not 
inconsistent with law, or the rules, or regulations and or- 


- ders of the Director. Such orders shall be written or 


printed and shall be recorded in a book to be kept for 
that purpose. 


7. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police, to see 
that the Station Houses are kept clean and in good order, 
and that the record books of the police department are 
properly kept. He shall note all violations of the Rules 
and Regulations of the Department and diligently inquire 
into all complaints made against any member of the 
police force by any citizen. 


8. He shall at stated periods personally inspect the 
uniforms and equipment of members of the police depart- 
ment. | ; 


9. Each morning the Chief shall transmit or cause to

be transmitted to the Recorder a return of all prisoners; 
stating their names, residence, age, nativity, occupation, 
whether married or single, the offense charged with, name 
of complainant his or her residence, and by whom arrested. 
When prisoners are sent to the Recorder after such return 
has been made, a supplementary return of the character 
proved will be made to the Recorder. 


Rule VI 
INSPECTOR OF POLICE 


1. The Inspector of Police shall be the commanding 
Officer of the Detective Division. 


2. He shall assume control, under the supervision of 
the Chief of Police, of all criminal matters in the City of 
Hoboken. Heshall investigate all complaints made direct- 
ly to him, and detail men under his command to matters 
which in his judgment requires investigation and police 
action. 


3. The Inspector of Police shall require the members 
of the force under his command, to make a written report 
to him each morning, showing their work for the preceding 
twenty-four (24) hours, giving a brief statement of all in- 
formation relating to police matters and regarding any 
case to which they may have been specially assigned. 
Such reports shall be presented by the Inspector to the 
Chief of Police. 


4. The Detectives of the Police Department shall be 
under the immediate supervision of the Inspector of Police 
and shall be subject to orders from him, which are not in- 
consistent with the Rules and Regulations of the Depart- 
ment. 


5. He shall report in person daily to the Chief of Police 
to receive orders, at which time he shall report the progress 
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of any investigation which may have been assigned to him. 


6. The Inspector of Police is directly charged with the 
prevention of crime, the detection and arrest of criminals, 
the recovery of lost and stolen property, and co-operation 
with other authorities, and the conduct of extradition pro- 
ceedings. 


Rule VII 
CAPTAIN OF POLICE 


1. A Captain of Police shall have supervision of a pre- 
cinct and its personnel, unless he be assigned to the com- 
mand of any special bureau. 


2. A Captain of a precinct has supervision over the 
police officers and police conditions within his precinct, 
and is responsible for the proper supervision of his men and 
police affairs in the precinct over which he has command. 


3. Police Captains are responsible for the enforcement 
of laws and Ordinances and for the good order, efficiency 
and discipline of the force under his command. 


4. He shall see that each member of his command is 
furnished with a copy of the Manual of Rules and Regu- 
lations of the Police Department. He shall properly 
instruct each officer under his command regarding per- 
formance of police duties and see that the said police 
duties are efficiently, properly and effectively performed 

by each officer under his supervision. 


5. Captains of Police shall make daily inspection. of 
their station houses and furnishings and equipment as- 
signed thereto, and they shall be responsible for the good 
order and sanitary condition of their respective station 
houses. :

6. Captains. of Police may establish such minor rules, 
not inconsistent with the Rules and Regulations for the 
government of the Police Force or the general orders of” 
the Director of the Department of Public Safety or the 
Chief of Police, as they may deem expedient. 


7. The Captains of Police shall receive into their cus- 
tody and safe keeping, every person apprehended for any 
violation of any law or ordinance, and shall, daily, when 
the Recorder’s Court is held, cause prisoners to be brought 
before the Recorder with all police witnesses necessary 
for the prosecution of the case. 


8. Captains of Police shall see that the property belong- 
ing to persons apprehended and imprisoned, and found in 
their possession, and which property is considered evi- 
dence, such as. property stolen, embezzled, or weapons or 
tools of any kind that have been used or intended to be 
used, to commit crimes; forged notes or checks whatsoever 
in connection with the charge against the prisoner is taken, 
possession of and properly marked for identification by 
the Desk Sergeant and the arresting officer or officers. 


9. Captains of Police shall cause to be kept in their 
respective precincts a book known as ‘“‘The Blotter’, in 
which shall be entered daily as the events of their turn 
occur, the time that the Captain and each of the Lieu- 
tenants or Round Sergeants are on duty in the station 
house and the particular time they were engaged in visiting 
the patrolmen of their precinct on post. The entries in 
such Book shall exhibit a daily and faithful account of all 
the occurrences and transactions of the office and all mat- 
ters of interest to. the department, in or out of the 
office, and of all arrests for any reason whastoever, with. 
the name, age, residence, nativity and occupation of the 
person arrested, together with a statement of the offense 
for which the prisoner was arrested, and the name or 
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names of the officers making the arrest and also the names 
of any witness or witnesses and, others having relation to. 
said arrest. Said Book shall also contain and exhibit a 
daily and faithful account of all casualties, fires, lost 
children brought to the station house, and generally all 
matters pertaining to the police business that are reported. 
to the Lieutenants or Rounds-Sergeants at the desk. Said, 
Book shall also contain a record of subpoenas received for, 
or served upon the members of the police force, and in 
general a history of the daily police work of the precinct, 


10. Captains of Police shall keep in their respective 
precincts a book known as the ‘Property and Receipt 
Book,”’ in which shall be set forth and enumerated all 
monies or property taken from the possession of persons 
apprehended and imprisoned. Said Book shall also con- 
tain a list of all monies or properties which shall come into 
the possession of the police through finding, or as a result 
of police activity, and in said Book shall be written a 
receipt of all monies or properties taken from prisoners or 

_other persons and returned to them by the Police, 


11. Captains of Police in each precinct, shall. keep a 
‘Patrol Report Book, in which shall be entered the name 
of each police officer on duty during each tour, and the 
time when, and place where each officer was seen and 
conversed. with by the Lieutenants or Rounds-Sergeant 
during said tours of duty, and how each officer was 
engaged or occupied at said times. Each Captain of 
Police shall, every morning, examine carefully said book, 
making comparison with the patrolmen’s memorandum 
books, and notice whether any dereliction of duty is 
manifest, 


_ 12. Captains of Police shall, daily, transmit to, the 
Chief of Police, a service. report showing the strength of. 
his. precinct, the number of officers present for duty, 
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the names of those absent, the cause of their absence, and 
a number of police officers performing extra duty, and the 
nature thereof; and also report therein the names of 
all persons arrested during the preceeding day, the time of 
arrest and by what officer, the age, color, nationality, 
occupation and residence of the prisoner, nature of the 
complaint, and the name and residence of the complain- 
ant; and also a report of all casualties, robberies, hold- 
ups, etc., giving full details thereof, and also a report 
of all other occurrences of interest and relating to Pelice 
affairs. 


- 13. Captains of Police of each precinct shall also report 
to the Chief of Police in writing, every violation of any 
of the Rules or Regulations of the Police Department, 
by any officer of his precinct, immediately upon his 
becoming acquainted therewith. He shall cause written 
charges and specifications against such officer or officers 
to be made, and shall cause to be written at the bottom 
of said charges and specifications the names of the wit- 
nesses in the case. He shall indorse such charges and 
specifications and present them to the Chief of Police 
who will at once forward them to the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety. 


14. Captains of Police of each precinct shall also 
promptly report to the Chief of Police, in writing, the 
facts connected with any special service, deemed meritori- 
ous by any member of his command, which report shall 
be forwarded by the Chief of Police to the ‘Director of 
the Department of Public Safety. 


15. Captains of Police of each precinct shall report, 
in writing, to the Police Surgeon, the names and residences 
of all officers of his precinct who have been wounded or 
injured, or who have reported ill, immediately upon the 
fact of such illness, wounds or injuries being reported _to 
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him, and he shall not allow any officer, who has been re- 
ported wounded, injured or ill, to report for duty, until 
he has received written certification from the Police 
Surgeon as to the officer’s illness, wounds or injury, and 
his ability to resume active duty, is presented to him. 
Upon the receipt of such certificate, he shall, as soon as © 


- practicable thereafter, transmit the same to the Chief, 


who shall forward same to the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety. 


16. Captains of Police of each precinct, shall at all 
times, when present, call the roll and designate the posts, 
and at no time shall a desk officer call the roll when the 
Captain is present, unless the Captain is otherwise engaged. 
The roll shall be called at the commencement and termina- 
tion of each tour of duty, preparatory to which the com- 
mand will promptly fail into line and march to the station 
desk, where they will be inspected by the Lieutenant or 
Rounds-Sergeant going on’ patrol, who will be particular to 
see that each Patrolman is, in‘all respects, dressed and 
equipped in accordance with the requirements of the Rules 
and Regulations of the Department. 


17. Captains of Police in each precinct shall report at the 
station house every morning at 8 o'clock, and sign his 
name and note the time of his appearance on the Blotter. 


Blotter entries shall show when the Captain left the sta- 
_ tion house for any purpose whatsoever, stating the purpose, 


or to go on patrol, and whether he left in. uniform or plain 
clothes. When the Captain is away from the City on 


leave of absence or in attendance at Court, and when he _ | 


returns, the Blotter shall show such fact. 


18. A Captain may temporarily assign not more etia: 
two patrolmen to duty in plain clothes for a period not 
exceeding three days, for a specific purpose. He shall_ 
notify the Chief of Police, without unnecessary delay, of ; 
patrolmen so assigned and the results accomplished. “ 
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19. Captains of Police of each precinct shall assign 
members of a platoon to regular posts, whenever practica- 
able. Jn order that this may be done, the posts in pre- 
cincts will be distributed in such manner that designated 
posts will be assigned to each platoon. 


20. Captains of Police of each precinct shall read, or 
cause to be read, to the members of his command, at all 
roll-calls, all orders and communications issued by the 
Director of the Department of Public Safety or the Chief 
of Police. 


21. Captains of Police in each precinct, shall, at any 
alarm of fire within their precincts, forthwith proceed to 
the place of fire indicated by the alarm, and in case of 
fire out of their precincts they shall be subject to orders 
from the Chief of Police. 


22. Captains of Police of each precinct shall designate 
relieving points within the boundaries of each post, and 
direct the route to be taken by Patrolmen, going to and 
coming from their relieving points. Such relieving points 
to be distributed, as far as practicable, on alternate streets, 
avenues and roads, and placed so as to be as nearly as 
possible at equal distances from each other. 


23. In case of riot, tumultuous assembly, or other 
emergency requiring the service of the Police, the Captain 
in whose precinct the riot, tumultuous assembly or emer- 
gency may occur, shall forthwith proceed with an ade- 
quate force of Officers to the scene thereof, for the pur- 
pose of suppressing the same and preserving the public 
peace. 


24. Captains of Police must be diligent in the enforce- 
ment of the Laws of the State, and the Ordinances of the 
City,-and on the occasion of any General, Primary, Muni- 
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cipal or Special Election, shall detail a sufficient number 
of Officers to preserve the peace and require. observance 
of the Election Laws. 


25. Captains of Police of each precinct, shall, -at. fre- 
quent intervals, personally inspect the uniform and. 
equipment of each member of his command at an: out-. 
going. roll-call of the platoon to which the member is. 
assigned. He shall also, at frequent intervals, cause his- 
command to discharge their revolvers into a receptacle, 
provided for the purpose, thereby eliminating any’ possi- 
bility of ammunition becoming defective through age, 
and inspect said revolvers and ammunition, and keep a 
record of such occurrences and inspection. 


26. Captains of Police of each precinct shall carefully 
observe the Police duty performed by his command, and 
shall occasionally visit their men on post during the night 
tours, either in uniform or plain clothes, as they may 
determine, and enter in the Police Blotter the time of 
such visitations. 


_ 27. Captains of Police of each precinct shall have auth- 
ority to call police officers for extra duty if any emer- 
gency requires such action. 


28. Captains of Police of each precinct, shall’ require 
officers making arrests in cases of high misdemeanors, to 
follow up the prosecution of each case until it is disposed 
- of in the upper courts, and report the final disposition 
thereof. When high misdemeanors are committed, Cap- 
tains shall personally take charge of such case, and report 
in writing to the Chief of Police all evidence he: has. 
obtained. Such reports shall be transmitted. to: the Chief 
of Police without delay. 1 


29. Captains of Police of each soit requiring: sup- 
plies of any kind for the use of their respective: pre-. 
cinets, shall apply for the same by a writtem a eee 
directed to the Chief of Police. ai) Weab nade 
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RULE VIII 


LIEUTENANTS OR DESK OFFICER 


1. The post of Desk Officer is behind the desk of his 
precinct. Upon beginning his tour of duty, and at the 
conclusion of it, he shall sign his name and the time of 
each entry in the Blotter. He shali not leave his post 
during his tour of duty, except for personal necessity, 
official duty within the Building, or upon urgent police 
business. When required to leave his post for any reason, 
he shall place a member of the Force in charge of the desk 
during his absence. 


2. A Desk Officer shall not permit any person behind 
the desk except a Superior Officer, or other members of 
the Force, in line of duty, or a newspaper reporter actu- 
ally engaged in the quest of news. 


3. There shall be a Lieutenant in charge of the desk 
in each Precinct at all times during the day and night, if 
possible. 


4, In the absence of the Captain who shall be on 
leave for more than two days, the senior Lieutenant or 
such other Lieutenant, as may be designated by the Chief 
of Police, shall exercise all the functions of the Captain. 
If, however, the Captain be not absent from the city, but 
merely absent from his precinct station, for a short period, 
the Lieutenant in charge of the desk shall be in charge. 


5. Lieutenants must carefully note every case of 
neglect of duty or misconduct on the part of the men of 
their precinct and shall report the same in writing to their 
respective Captains immediately thereafter. 


6. At the commencement of each tour of duty, as 
soon as the platoon is formed in line for inspection, the 
Lieutenant shall particularly observe and note that. the 
wniform,.emblems and devices are clean and in proper. 
order, and that the men are properly attired and oe 
and fit for duty. 
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7, Lieutenants on patrol duty shall endeavor to find 
each man on post without resorting to the use of club 
or whistle. If, however, after using club or whistle, and 
making a thorough tour of the post, such Lieutenant fails 
to find the Patrolman on his post, he shall report him for 
not properly patrolling his post. 


8. Lieutenants shall also go upon patrol when their 
platoons are on post duty, at such stated hours as may 
from time to time. be designated. 


9, At the termination of each tour of duty, an in- 
spection of the platoon shall be made by the Lieutenant 
who is to go off duty. If any Patrolman is absent at 
the calling of the roll, such Lieutenant shall report the 
same as soon as practicable thereafter to the Captain. 
The time of appearance of such absentee shall be noted andi 
reported to the Captain by the desk-officer in charge 
thereof. 


10. Lieutenants on duty at the desk shall permit no 
person to lounge about or remain in the Station House 
except members of the Department, and persons on 
- business. 


11. In case of fire, riot, burglary, or emergency during 
their tours of patrol, they shall immediately send informa- 
tion thereof to the Officer on duty at the desk; take such 
action as the emergency may require, and the Lieutenant 
‘or other desk-officer shall immediately notify the Captain 
_ of such report. ; 


12. It shall be the duty of the Lieutenant or other desk 
_ officer to familiarize himself with the operation of the 
Police Telegraph and Telephone Systems, and they must 
not permit persons to touch or interfere therewith, nor 
shall they permit any person to approach same, or inter- 
cept any message, except the Superintendent of the Signat 
System, when engaged in repairs or adjustment. 


13, Lieutenants or other desk-officers receiving officiat 
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telephone messages must: repeat the message to the 
sender, so that no mistake may occur. 


14, All telephone messages of an important and official 
nature received by the Lieutenant in command at the 
desk shall be entered in the Blotter. ) 


15. It is the duty of the Lieutenant when he takes com- 
mand at the desk, to examine the Blotter, Memorandum, 
Orders, etc., and familiarize himself with the contents 
thereof, so that he may know what is to be attended to, 
before the Lieutenant or other desk-officer, whom he has 
relieved, has left the Precinct. Lieutenants shall also 
test the telephone and signal instruments, when they 
have signed for duty, and if not in good working order, 
they shall notify the Captain, or in his absence, the 
Superintendent of Signal System, and make note thereof 
‘in the Blotter. 


16. Lieutenants or other desk-officers must not leave 
their station houses, when relieved from desk duty, until 
they, have cleared up all their work, finished all reports, 


fi one that their duty required of them, and remove tape 


from the signal machine, date it, and add their tour of 
duty, and their names thereon. Said tape shall be filed 
with the Captain. ; 


17. Lieutenants shall make themselves proficient in 
the knowledge of the powers and duties of patrolmen as 


described in the Manual, so that they may be able to 


instruct their platoons in their duties. Each platoon shall 


assemble in their respective station houses, at least once - 


a month, at designated times, for examination and 
instruction in their duties. Lieutenants and Rounds-+ 
Sergeants shall preside over the same, and will be held 
responsible for the general efficiency and knowledge of 
duty .of the men of their. platoons. 


18, A Lieutenant or desk-officer shall inspect, without 
unnecessary delay, certifying such inspection. by his 
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initial, the memorandam books submitted by Patrolmen 
at the expiration of their tours of patrol, transcribing to 


official records pertinent information contained therein 
and then take such ee action as may be necessary and 


proper. 


19. When a burglary or other crime is committed under 
circumstances which indicate that it might have been 
prevented, or the offender detected and apprehended by 
the patrolman on post, the desk-officer shall immediately 
assign the Rounds-Sergeant on patrol to investigate and 
report to the Lieutenant whether there was any neglect 
of duty on the part of the Patrolman in preventing it. 
This report shall be filed with the Captain. 


20. A Lieutenant or desk-officer shall, without un- 
necessary delay, refer to the Inspector of Police, an arrest 
made for Police Authorities outside the City. The 
Inspector of Police shall communicate, through official 
channels, with the Authorities by whom such prisoner is 
wanted, and shall assume charge of the case until taken 
over by the foreign authorities. 


21. A Lieutenant shall not permit the confinement of a 
cell to a prisoner who is, or appears to be ill, or in an un- 
conscious or comatose state. He shall summon an ambu- 
lance, and request the physician accompanying such 
ambulance, to examine and report the condition of such 
prisoner, and order, if deemed necessary or advisable, the 
removal of such prisoner to a hospital. Lieutenants shall 
not hesitate nor delay in summoning a physician in all 
cases, which in their judgment, requires medical attention 
or removal to a hospital. 


22. A Lieutenant or desk-officer shall not permit the 
confinement in a cell of a female prisoner with a nursing 
child; he shall deliver her into the custody of the Police 
Matron. If the prisoner is unfit to care for the child, 
and the child cannot be turned over to a suitable guardian, 
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it shall be delivered to St. Mary’s Hospital as a City 
-charge. 


23. A Lieutenant or desk-officer shall cause to be re- - 


moved from the prisoners possessed of the following 
property: 
(a) Property unlawfully carried, or which is bgd ier 
as evidence. 


(b) Property which is lawfully carried, but which is 
dangerous to life or would facilitate escape. 


(c) Property which can be used to damage and de- 
face other property. 


(d) Personal property, except clothing, if the prisoner 
be intoxicated or unconscious. 


Said Lieutenant or desk-officer shall, without unnecessary 
delay, record such property in the ‘‘Property and Receipt 
Book” of the precinct, and properly tag or place in a con- 
tainer or jacket, the property removed from the prisoner. 
Blue tags shall be used for all property required as evidence. 
Containers or jackets shall be stamped, if property is held 
as evidence. The jacket containing evidence or other 
property taken from a prisoner, shall be signed both by 
the Desk-Officer on duty at the time of the arrest and also 
by the arresting officer. 


24. Entries in Department records shall be made with- 
out unnecessary delay, accurately and concisely, in chrono- 
logical order, by the Lieutenant or desk-officer. 


25. Erasures shall not be made in Department records. 
If corrections are necessary, an ink line shall be drawn 
through the incorrect matter, and corrections entered 
immediately above, and initialed by the person making 
them. 


26. Entries in the Blotter shall be made in the hand- 
writing of the commanding officer or desk-officer. Repe- 
tition must be avoided. When a matter is covered in detail 


25 


in one Record Book and it is necessary that notice con- 
cerning said matter should appear again in the Blotter, 
reference only to the other detailed record shall’ be made 
in the Blotter, giving the page number and time. Each 
entry in the Blotter shall be closed by drawing a line 
across the page above the writing line directly below the 
entry. 

27. The Lieutenant or Desk-officer shall forward to the 
Property Clerk of the Department, all property which 
may come into his possession, and which shall be retained 
as evidence or for future disposition, and shall take proper 
receipt therefor from said Property Clerk. 


28. The Lieutenant or desk-officer shall cause all prison- 
ers, who are under committment to the County Jail or to 
the Penitentiary, and who are in proper mental condition, 
to be brought before the desk, and shall return all pro- 
perty taken from them, except property unlawfully carried 
or which is required as evidence, and property which is 
lawfully carried, but which is dangerous to life or would 
facilitate escape, causing each prisoner to receipt therefor 
in the Property and Receipt Book, an itemized list of 
property so returned. The Lieutenant or desk-officer 
shall then enter in the Blotter, the name of the prisoner 
his destination and the name of the Police Officer in whose 
custody he is. 


29. Lieutenants or Rounds-Sergeants when on patrol 
shall occasionally call his precinct from a signal box, so 
he may receive any information there may be for him at 
his Station House. They shall also visit the signal boxes 
when on patrol, at such times as Patrolmen are required 
to send in their calls. The desk-officer shall note in the 
Blotter such calls. 


30. Lieutenants or desk-officers shall also maintain and 
keep correctly, the form known as ‘“‘THE REPORT OF 
THE CHIEF OF POLICE TO THE RECORDER'S 
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COURT,”’ which he shall close at 8 o’clock a. m., and 
forward said returns without unnecessary delay to the 
Recorder, or some one authorized by the Recorder to 
receive them. 


31. Lieutenants or desk-officers shall not permit any 
one to personally interview a prisoner, except those 
named below: 

A Superior Officer. 

The Prosecutor of the Pleas, or his representatives, 
if the prisoner will consent to see him. 

Medical Examiner. 

A Detective, if the prisoner will consent to see him. 

The prisoner’s legal representative, when properly 
retained. 

The prisoner’s relatives and friends at the discretion 
of the Lieutenant or desk-officer, accompanied by 
assigned police officer, and at reasonable hours. 


32. The Rules governing Lieutenants shall also apply 
to Rounds-Sergeants or other desk-officers, when serving 
as Commanding Officer at the Desk. 


Rule IX 
ROUNDS-SERGEANTS 


1. A Rounds-Sergeant on patrol is charged with exact- 
ing the proper performance of patrol and other police 
duty by the members of the Force assigned to patrol duty 
within the territory subject to his supervision. 


2. A Rounds-Sergeant shall assist and instruct the 
patrolmen in the discharge of their duties, and remain 
within his assigned territory, unless required to leave it 
for a police or personal necessity. 

3. The Rounds-Sergeant shall be the exemplar of 
sobriety, skill, discretion and promptness to the Patrol- 
men of their respective platoons; and it shall be their duty 
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to visit the Patrolmen upon their posts or assignments 
at such times and in such manner as will best insure 
the faithful performance of duty; and it shall be their 
duty to report to their commanding officer promptly 
any neglect of duty. or other misconduct which they may 
observe. 


4. Continued violations of the Rules and Regulations 
of the Department, or the Orders of the Director or Chief 
on the part of Patrolmen under a Rounds-Sergeant’s 
supervision, after the latter has been duly notified of 
said Violations, will be deemed prima facie evidence that 
the Rounds-Sergeant neglected to perform his duty under 
these rules and his commanding officer shall prefer charges 
accordingly. 

5. If a Rounds-Sergeant on patrol does not find a 
patrolman on post, he shall extend the adjoining posts 
until the post of the missing patrolman is covered, and 
notify the desk officer of his action. The Desk-Officer 
shall make note thereof on the blotter. If the Rounds- 
Sergeant cannot cover the post from the adjoining terri- 
“tory, he sall notify the desk-officer, and ask that the 
post be covered, and shall remain thereon until it is 
covered. 


6. Prior to roll-call, the Rounds-Sergeant in command, 
shall procure from the Lieutenant or desk-officer, a copy 
of the roll-call, and the assignments to posts of the out- 
going platoon. He-shall then assemble the patrolmen in 
the dressing room, five (5) minutes before the hour of 
going on duty; call the roll, and assign each patrolman 
to his post. 

(a) At the conclusion of the roll-call, the Rounds- 
Sergeant will open ranks, command ‘‘Prepare for Inspec- 
tion’’ and inspect each member of the platoon to ascer- 
tain that he is properly uniformed and equipped. 


(b) Having concluded ‘the inspection, the Rounds- 
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Sergeant wil! close ranks, order batons, if carried. to 
“Carry,’’ and face his platoon in the direction in which it 
is to be marched. At a signal from the desk-officer, he 
shall command: 1. “Attention’’ and then 1. ‘‘Forward’’ 
2. ‘‘March.’”’ The platoon shall be marched into the 
muster room in columns of files and halted when the 
center of the column is opposite the center of the desk. 
The platoons shall be faced towards the desk and dressed 
to the right. The Rounds-Sergeant shall take his place 
in front of the center of the platoon, facing the desk. 


(c) The desk-officer shall then direct: 1. ‘Report,’ 
2. First, Second or Third platoon, whichever one it may 
‘be. The Rounds-Sergeant will salute the Lieutenant or 
desk-officer with the baton, if carried, or by hand, if not 
carried; he shall then report, ‘Here’ if each member of 
the platoon has conformed to the requirements of the pla- 
toon inspection; or shall report by name a member who 
has not, and shall specify in what respect he has failed 
to do so. The desk-officer shall then return the salute 
of the Rounds-Sergeant in acknowledgment of the report. 
The Rounds-Sergeant shall then execute about face and 
command: 1. ‘‘Parade-Rest’’ and will then face the desk, 
and assume that position himself. The Lieutenant or 
desk-officer shall thereupon issue such instructions and 
orders as are necessary. Having finished he shall indicate 
that fact to the Rounds-Sergeant by the command: 
“Post your Platoon;’’ thereupon the Rounds-Sergeant 
shall assume the position of ‘‘Carry Batons” or if batons 
are not carried, the position of “‘Attention.’’ He shall 
then execute about face and command: 1. ‘“Platoon- 
Attention,” he shall then take his position at the head of 
the platoon and command “March.” Upon marching 
his platoon from the Precinct and before permitting ranks 
to be broken, he shall command ‘‘Take your Posts,’”’ and 
will then be governed by regulations or orders. 


7. While on patrol, Rounds-Sergeants shall inspect 
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the memorandum books of patrolmen and shall see that 
alarms are properly recorded therein and that they have 
familiarized themselves with important points. 


8. Rounds-Sergeants shall visit patrolmen assigned to 
a hospital or special posts at least once each tour. 


9. The rules governing Rounds-Sergeants shall also 
apply to Lieutenants when on patrol. 


Rule X 
DETECTIVE DIVISION 


1. A member of the Detective Division is particularly 
charged with the prevention of crime; the detection and 
arrest of criminals; the location of missing persons; the 
recovery of lost and stolen property; the compilation and 
comparison of criminal records; proper co-operation with 
other authorities, and the proper conduct of extradition 
proceedings. 


2. Members of the Detective Division shall be careful 
in their inquiries not to unnecessarily besmirch the repu- 
- tation of any person who may be the subject of their 
investigations. | 

3. Members of the Detective Division shall be under 
the immediate command of the Inspector of Police, and 
shall be subject to such order from their commanding 
officers, not inconsistent with the Rules and Regulations 
or Orders of the Chief of Police, as may be issued to them. 


4, A Member of the Detective Division shall follow 
up all cases assigned to him until it has been officially 
closed; he shall advise complainants at least once in ten 
(10) days, of the status of the case. 


5. It shall be the duty of the members of the Detective 
Division to keep criminals who may reside in the city 
under their surveillance, and report at intervals, their 
residence and habits to their commanding officer. 
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6. Members of the Detective Division shall each keep. a 
memorandum book, in which shall be entered a brief 
history of all persons arrested by them for any crime. 
The entry shall contain a full description of the prisoner, 
with his pedigree, etc. 


7. Members of the Detective Division shall: ass a 
written report each morning to his commanding officer, 
showing what he has done during the preceeding twenty- 
four (24) hours; the time he reported for work; time for 
meals; time he concluded his day’s work; his arrests; 
results of investigations; and in fact all work performed 
by him in his line of duty. 


Rule XI 
PATROLMEN 


1. The prevention of crime being the most important 
object in view, the Patrolman’s exertions must be con- 
stantly used to accomplish that end. He must examine 
and make himself acquainted with every part of his post, 
and, by his vigilance, render it extremely difficult, if not 
impossible, for anyone to commit a crime upon his post. 
It shall be his duty at all times, both day and night, to 
preserve the peace, prevent crime, detect and arrest law 
offenders and enforce all laws and ordinances. 


2. While on patrol in the night time, he shall frequently 
examine doors, low windows, areas, area-gates, all gratings 
of buildings on post; become acquainted by sight with all 
persons living or doing business on his post; be particular 
to note the time all persons of known bad character fre- 
quent his post; investigate all suspicious circumstances that 
may present themselves. to, him; such as automobiles or 
other vehicles. standing on his post, or passing over his 
post; persons passing late at night with bundles, grips, 
valises, dress-suit. cases, and. the like, or persons loitering 
about or acting in:a suspicious manner. 
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_3, Immediately after the Rounds-Sergeant’s command, 
“‘Take Your Post,”’ a patrolman shall proceed to his desig- 
nated relieving point, along the prescribed route and shall: 
as soon as possible, inspect his post and note any con- 
ditions thereon requiring police attention. Failure to 
report and take appropriate action in the case of a burglary, 
robbery, disorder, or other act or condition requiring police 
attention, within reasonable time after arriving on post, 
shall be regarded as neglect of duty. 


4, While on patrol, he shall constantly patrol his post 
and must ‘not stand, walk or converse with citizens or 
policemen, except on police business, which, if not immedi- 
ate, shall be referred to the station house. He must not 
lounge, loiter or sit, while on patrol; but shall, at all times 
maintain an erect, soldierly appearance. 


5. A patrolman shall familiarize himself with the loca- 
tions of fire and police signal boxes and public telephones 
on his post. 

6. He shall properly report to his Captain, all places or 
houses which he suspects of being disorderly, or receivers 

‘of stolen property, or wherein gambling, bookmaking, or 
the like, is carried on, or his suspicions that they are such, 
and all information pertaining to them which may be in 
his possession. 

7. Patrolmen shall note in their memorandum books, 
with regard to street lamps not burning or burning dimly, 
their location and the time at which lamps were observed 
and the period which they continue unlighted or burn 
dimly. 

8. He shall give Mini name and shield saci to all per- 
sons who may ask for it. 

9, If he observes street obstructions or anything on the 
street likely to produce danger or public inconvience, or 
interfere with public travel, or anything which to. him 


seems irregular or offensive, he shall report the same ta his 
precinct. 
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10. Patrolmen shall not be at their relieving points any 
earlier than five (5) minutes before the time for their 
relief to arrive; and when relieved shall travel to the sta- 
tion house by the prescribed route. Ifa patrolman is not 
relieved at the expiration of his tour, he shall not abandon 
his post, but shall communicate with the desk officer at 
the station house and conform to the instructions received. 


11. A Patrolman shall not leave his post except for 
police or personal necessity. If he be taken sick on post, 
he shall report to the station house in order that his post 
may be covered and the Police Surgeon notified. If he 
be unable to remain on post until visited by a Lieutenant 
. or Rounds-Sergeant or report to the station house, he shall 
notify the patrolman on the adjoining post, or some other 
police officer, whose duty it will be to report the facts to 
the station house. If he be unable to see the patrolman on 
the adjoining post or some other police officer, he shall 
proceed to his residence and forthwith Piepses a messen- 
ger to report his sickness. 


12. When a Patrolman’s relief arrives at the relieving 
point, they shall each salute, and the officer who is being 
relieved shall give his relief such information as he may 
have for him. 


13. Patrolmen are particularly enjoined to arrest all 
persons found soliciting alms on the streets or from door to 
door. If, on inquiry, they are found to be proper subject 
for relief, the Captain or Lieutenant on duty must cause 
the Overseer of the Poor to be notified; but if they prove 
to be impostors or vagrants, they must be taken before the 
Recorder to be dealt with according to law. . | 


14. Patrolmen, when on patrol, shall give particular 
attention to the sanitary conditions of their posts, and 
anything that may be detrimental to public health must 
be reported at once. 
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15. A Patrolman on post shall see that traffic stan- 
chions and signs are in their proper places and in good 
order. He shall report the license number, and, if possible, 
the name and address of the owners or drivers of vehicles 
responsible for damages to stanchions and_ signs, 


16. Persons detected throwing ashes, garbage, paper or 
refuse matter upon the street (after 9 A. M.) shall be 
arrested. Patrolmen on post duty shall see that all ash 
receptacles are taken off the street, when empty. — 


17. Patrolmen will take cognizance of all street and 
sidewalk obstructions and nuisances, ans when the person 
or persons responsible therefore have not permission to do 
so, bg epee shall be made against them. 


8. A Patrolman shall enter in his memorandum book 
a a of vacant houses on his post; visit each, if open, during 
his tour of duty, and report at the expiration of his tour 
such buildings as are not securely protected. 


19, Patrolmen on post shall pay diligent attention: to 
storekeepers located in the vicinity of schools who may sell 
to minors, cigarettes, firearms or may maintain gambling 
devices, or engage in any practice prohibited by law, and 
every effort shall be made to obtain evidence against those 
suspected of violating the iaw. | 


20. Patrolmen shall carefully examine all permits 
granted by the proper city authorities for all new build- 
ings, all street and sidewalk openings, all plumbing work 
and repairs to buildings and shall make entry in. his 
memorandum book of all such inspections of permits. — 


21. Patrolmen shall also inspect all permits for parades 
or other permits issued through the police department and 
see that they are signed by the Chief of Police. 


22. Patrolmen shall, in cases of accidents, and especially 
those of a serious. nature, obtain the names of as many 
witnesses to the accident as possible, and report the same 
with their report of the accident itself. 
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Rule XII 
‘VAN DRIVERS 


1, Van Drivers shall be subject to all rules and regula- 
tions for the Government of the Force, not inconsistent 
with their duties. | 

2. Van Drivers shall be held responsible for the cleanli- 
ness and good order of their automobiles and also for the 
Patrol House or Garage. 


3. Van Drivers shall at all times give the right of way 
to fire engines and other vehicles of the fire department, 
and to ambulances on call. 


4. Van Drivers shall not operate their vehicles at a 
faster speed than twelve (12) miles an hour (unless ordered 
to do so, or in case of emergency). 


5,, Patrol Wagons shall be used for the transportation 
of prisoners accompanied by policemen, and not for any 
other purpose, except upon authorization of a commanding 
officer, and then only on police business. 


6. Van Drivers shall remain within hearing of the 
signal for his services and render police assistance as his 
special duty will permit. 


7. Van Drivers shall be assigned to the First Precinct 
and shall be assigned to platoons. They shall be under 
the immediate command of the Captain of the First Pre- - 
cinct, who will report any dereliction of duty or ineffici- 
ency on their part to the Chief of Police. 


8. Van Drivers shall report in uniform at the station 
house for personal inspection on the beginning and con- 
clusion of each tour of duty. Record of the same shall be 
placed upon the Blotter in a manner similar to the record- 
ing of other police officers of the service. 
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Rule XIII ; 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SIGNAL SYSTEM 


1. The Superintendent of Signal System shall have 
entire charge of the maintenance and to insure con- 
tinuous operation in good working order of all signal 
boxes and electrical apparatuses, wires and appliances: 
pertaining to the Signal System. 

2. He shall be under the command of the Chief of 
Police, and it shall be his duty to keep the entire system 
in good order; issue instructions to police officers using 
the different apparatuses for the proper use and care 
thereof, and see that all instructions are carefully complied © 
with; also to report to the Chief of Police any damage to 
any apparatus, by any member of the Force. 


Pe i eae LV 
CITY PRISON KEEPER 


1. The City Prison Keeper shall at all times be amen- 
able to the Rules and Regulations governing the Police 
Department. 

2. He shall wear and be equipped, while on duty, with 
the regulation uniform and equipment described for the 
Department. 

3. He shall personally give attention to all persons 
_ under arrest or detention in the City Prison, and it shall 
be his duty to see that each person“under arrest or de- 
tention, is supplied with meals at regular hours (three (3) 
_meals each day), and that they are in proper and cleanly 
condition for appearance before the Recorder or discharge 
on bail. 

Rule XV 
MATRONS 


1;.The Police Matrons of the Force shall be the cus- 
todian of the detention rooms and shall care for all lost 
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children, waifs, juvenile prisoners, and all other persons 
placed in their charge by the commanding officer of the 
station house to which they are assigned. _ 

- 2. They shall keep and maintain. in good order: and, 
cleanliness the ceva ey rooms of their respective stations, 
houses. ie 
3. Matrons shall exercise a personal. supervision over. 
all female prisoners, whom they’shall search when ordered 
to do so by a commanding officer: On all court days, or 
other days when required, they shall personally inspect all 
female prisoners and see that they are in a presentable 
condition for arraignment before the Recorder or citer 
on bail. is bg 

4, Matrons shall be amendable to the Rules awa Regn 

lations governing the Police Department, and shall be 
subject to such orders as may be issued to them from time 
to time by the Chief of Police, or commanding officers of 
their respective precincts. 
Rule XVI 
JANITORS 
1. The Janitors of the Police Department shall be hae 
the immediate command of the Captains of Precincts to 
which they are assigned, and shall perform such duties as 
may be necessary, and see that the station house is in clean 
and sanitary condition. They shall also, when called 


upon, render police duty as bate by their abi pin 
officers. 


Rule XVII 


1. The Clerk of the Department shall be under the im- 
mediate command and supervision of the Chief of Police, 
and shall perform such duties and for such hours as. may be, 
designated by the Chief of Police. SES 
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.. Rule XVIII. 
POLICE SURGEON 


1. The Police Surgeon of the Force shall have the rank 
of Lieutenant of Police, and shall be under the direction 
of the Chief of Police, and shall be subject to the Rules 
‘Regulations governing the Department. 

2. The duty of the Police Surgeon shall be to visit all 
members of the Force reporting sick and to visit them 
-whenever he deems it necessary, during their illness; and 
‘upon recovery of any police officer who has been sick, he 
shall furnish him a written certificate, specifying the nature 
of his disease, the number of days he has been sick and 
whether he is able to resume his duties. 

3. The Police Surgeon may direct officers under his 
care to report to him at Police Headquarters when in his 
opinion they are sufficiently well to do so. All Policemen 
shall, while sick, be abe to the orders of the Police 
‘Surgeon. 

4. The Police Surgeon shall, when ordering an officer to 
‘resume duty, direct him to report direct to his station 
house so that record may be made of the man’s fitness for 
duty. — 

-5. The Police Surgeon shall promptly bring to the atten- 
tion of the Chief of Police, any case in which a member of 
the Force is incapacitated for duty on account of careless- 
- ness, improper, vicious or immoral conduct; or in which a 
- member of the Force fraudulently or by misleading state- 
. ments concerning his sickness or disability, endeavors to 
deceive the Police Surgeon, or in which a member of the 
Force feigns sickness or disability. 

6. When notified by a commanding Officer of the Force 
.so to do, the Police Surgeon shall examine any apparent 
case of intoxication or similar disability of a member of the 


Force, and shall make a written certification, forthwith, 


_of his findings, which. shall be delivered to the commanding 
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Officer at whose requést such examination was made, and 
said certificate shall be entered on the Blotter of the 
precinct. ; 

7. When members of the Force are permanently dis- 
abled or when the physical or mental ability of any 
member of the Force is questioned, he shall recommend 
to the Chief of Police that such member of the Force be 
examined as to his physical or mental disability. 


8. The Police Surgeon is empowered to prefer charges 
against any member of the Force for violating any of the 
Orders issued by him for observance by those under his 
care. 


Rule XIX 


BUREAU OF IDENTIFICATION, RECORDS 
AND PROPERTY 


1. This Bureau will be under the command of a 
Lieutenant of Police, subject to the direction of the Chief 
of Police. “i 

2. He shall keep and maintain at Police Headquarters 
a photograph gallery and card index and cabinet containing 
all photographs and records of persons charged with 
crime, which he shall maintain properly and efficiently. 

3. He shall be the finger-print operator of the Police 
Department and it shall be his duty to classify all finger. 
prints taken by him, and of those which are brought to 
his attention by members of the Force engaged in investi- 
gations of crime, and file them in a competent manner. — 
In the investigation and detection of crime, he shall render 
all possible assistance. 

4. He shall, in a careful manner, keep, maintain and 
classify the record of arrests made by the members of the 

Force. . 

5. He shall be the Property Clerk of the Police Depart- 

“ment and shall be the custodian of Jost, stolen, abandoned, 
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and unclaimed property and property held.as evidence, 
coming into the possession of the Police Department. 
He. shall classify and keep a true record of the receipt 
and disposition thereof. 


6. The Property Clerk shall ie Sicidert abil “fe all 
property delivered into his custody, and for ins safe 
keeping and proper disposition thereof. 


Rule XX 


MISSING PERSONS, AUTO AND 
TRAFFIC DIVISIONS 


1. The Missing Persons, Auto and Traffic Division 
shall be under the command of a Captain of Police, subject 
to the direction of the Chief of Police. 


2. The Missing Persons Division shall have juris- 
diction of the following: 


(1) Missing persons, local or otherwise. 
(2) Unidentified persons. 


(3) Persons found dead in hotels, lodging houses and 
furnished rooms and public places. 


(4) Persons reported drowned, and bodies found 
drowned. 


(5) Unidentified dead bodies. 


(6) Children whose parents cannot be located, and 
runaways from other cities and places. 


3. The Auto Division shall have supervision over all 
lost, stolen, abandoned and unclaimed automobiles; the 
investigation of all crimes or offences pertaining to auto- 
mobiles, or the unlawful use thereof; the detection and 
apprehension of automobile thieves, or receivers of and 
dealers in stolen automobiles; the care and storage of 
- automobiles, stolen or otherwise, which shall come to 
‘ the possession of the Police Department and be impounded 
-as evidence or for the purpose of police investigation. 
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» 4. It shall be the specific duty. of the Traffic Division 
to enforce the State Motor Vehicle Law, the State and 
Municipal Traffic Law, and all laws and ordinances per- 
taining to the operation of Jitneys. The Captain in com- 
mand of the Division shall effectively supervise the plac- 
ing of traffic officers under his command, at such parts of 
the city and where traffic is congested shall give traffic 
signs and stanchions at points where required. 

5.°The Bicycle and Motorcycle Squads of the Force 
shall be under the immediate command cf the Captain 
of the Missing Persons—Auto and Traffic Division, and 
he shall assign them to duty according to his judgment. 

6. The Captain of this Division shall be provided by 
the Chief of Police, with a plain clothes detail, to assist 
him in the performance of the aforesaid duties. 


Rule XXI 
G-~E-~N-E-R-A-L 


‘1. The word ‘‘Policeman” or ‘‘Patrolman’’ as used in 
this Manual, shall be construed to mean and include all 
members of the Force below the rank of Rounds-Sergeant. 


2. When assigned to perform the duties of a higher 
rank, a member of the Force shall be governed by the 
Regulations and Orders appertaining to such rank. 


3. A Member of the Force shall use his utmost en- 
deavors to preserve the public peace; prevent and detect 
crime and offenses against the law; protect life and 
property; observe and enforce all laws and ordinances, and 
detect and arrest offenders against the law. . 

4, A Member of the Force shall be subject to duty at 
' all times, except when on sick leave. He shall devote his 
entire time and attention to the service of the Depart- 
ment, and shall not engage in any other business or calling. 

5, No member of the Force shall accept for the per- 
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formance of his duties, any gratuity, reward or gift from 
any person or persons, without the permission from the 
Board of Commissioners, and in conformity with the laws 
of the State. 


6. Every Member of the Force must be civil and 
courteous yet firm, resolute and energetic; he must not 
fail or neglect to perform any duty; he must refrain from 
the use of unnecessary force or violence upon or toward 
those under arrest or in his custody; he shall not strike 
any person with his baton except in self-defense; he must 
be punctual in his attendance to all requirements of duty, 
and, at all times, yield prompt and implicit obedience to 
the orders of his superior Officers. 


7. No member of the Force shall indulge in intoxicants 
while in uniform, nor shall any member of the Force 
indulge in the use of intoxicants while not in uniform, to 
an extent unfitting him for police duty. 


8. A Member of the Force shall not carry or have 
upon his person any intoxicants or intoxicant into a 
station house, nor shall he permit such to be brought there- 
in, except by a physician for prompt and necessary mini- 
stration under the physician’s personal direction. 


9. A Member of the Force shall not smoke while on 
duty, or on the public street or in any public place in 
uniform, nor in the main offices and corridors of the 
station house, nor behind the desk in uniform or out of 
uniform. 


10. Every Member of the Force shall reside in the City 


of Hoboken, and shall promptly advise his commanding - 
officer of any change of his place of residence. 


ii A Member of the Force when traveling in uniform, _ - 


shall not occupy a seat in a public conveyance within the 
city, to the exclusion of other paid passengers. 

12. Members of the Force shall be respectful to those 
with whom they have dealings and shall give their name 
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and shield, number to any person who requests same. 


13. No Member of the Force shall recommend to or 
engage any lawyer for a prisoner, but whenever requested 
by a prisoner to make such recommendation, he shall 
forthwith carry the prisoner’s request to the officer at 
the desk, who shall promptly furnish the prisoner in 
writing with the names and addresses of at least four 
lawyers, having offices in the City of Hoboken, and shall 
select therefrom the lawyer whom he may desire to engage, 
and he shall enter down on paper the name and address 
of the lawyer whom he selects and such shall be shown 
to and filed by the desk officer, who upon receipt thereof, 
shall phone to such lawyer and advise him of the person 
requesting to see him. Any Member of the Force who 
shall suggest to a prisoner the name of a lawyer to repre- 
sent him and who shall engage directly or indirectly a 
lawyer for a prisoner, shall be subject to charges and pen- 
alty for conduct unbecoming an officer. 


14. A Member of the Force shall promptly pay his 
just debts, and shall not incur obligations which he is 
unable or unwilling to meet or discharge. Any members 
of the Force neglecting to pay his just debts shall be 
subject to charges and penalty of conduct unbecoming an 
Officer. No Member of the Force shall assign, sell or 
pledge his pay warrant, or moneys due and payable to 
him for his services as Police Officer. 


15. Sitting rooms, assembly rooms, muster rooms, 
hallways and corridors shall not be littered with refuse. 
There are designated receptacles for that purpose. : 


16. Citizens who apply at the Precinct and desire 
information regarding the charge against a person in 
custody, shall be courteously informed of the complaint 
or reason of arrest. 


17. Except when necessary in the performance of police 
duty, a Member of the Force shall not carry packages, 
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‘bundles, umbrellas, canes, etc., while on Se or while 
in uniform. : 

18. Members of the Force are required’ to rae the 
truth at all times and under all circumstances: whether 
under oath or otherwise, when called upon by their fellow 
officers and superior Officers before Courts, Grand 
Juries and public bodies. 

19. A Member of the Force shall exercise the utmost 
care in handling fire-arms and guarding ammunition and 
~ explosives. 

20. A Member of the Department shall auenee in- 
fluence nor attempt to influence any person in the conduct 
of his business. i 

21. When a Member of the Force is in*charge of a body 
of Policemen, he shall form and mach such body as 
prescribed in the U. S. Army Drill Regulations. 


22. A Member of the Department shall not consent to 
or advise the payment of any person of money or any 
other valuable thing to a pawnbroker nor to any other 
person, in order to regain possession of property stolen 
or alleged to be stolen from him. 


23. A Member of the Department is responsible for 
the good care; proper maintenance and serviceable con- 
dition of the Department property issued for and assigned 
to his use. He shall promptly report to his commanding 
officer the loss or unserviceable condition thereof. 


_ 24. When a Member of the Force dies, resigns, or is 
retired, or dismissed from service, the commanding officer 
shall obtain all Police Department property issued and 
assigned to the use of such member, and forward same to 
the Chief of Police. 

25. If a Member of the Force is of the opinion that he 
‘is entitled to.recognition for some act or deed performed, 
and did not receive same, he igh gine within one week 
‘tothe Director. | : 
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26. A Member of the Force shall report to his command- 
ing Officer any delinquency, dereliction of duty, violation 
of the Rules and Regulations, conduct, disorder. and 
neglect to the prejudice of good order, efficiency and 
discipline which he observes or of which he has knowledge. 


27. A Member of the Department shall not. interfere 
or be concerned with civil cases, unless he be a party 
in interest thereto. . 


28. Members of the Department shall always sign 
their full names and rank when attaching their signature 
to reports, complaints or official documents of any kind. 


29. When called to a Department Telephone, a member 
of the Force shall promptly respond by giving his rank, 
surname and the command to which he is attached; 2 
member of the Force calling at a telephone shall identify 
himself in the same manner and also mention his shield 
number, 


30. Members of the Force shall co-operate with each 
other in police work. When a member of the Force 
obtains information which may be of value in police work, 
he shall report such to his superior or commanding 
Officer, who shall make record thereof and transmit the 
information to the Chief of Police. 


31. A Member of the Force shall not affiliate with any 
organization, assemblage or body, the provisions of the 
constitution or laws of which shall or may in anywise 
exact, or require adherence or prior consideration, or 
which may prevent him from performing police duty. 


32. When Policemen are detailed to duty at polling 
places on General, Special or Primary election days, they 
must not engage in political arguments or interfere in 
any way with the conduct of such election, unless called 
upon to perform some police service. It is a policeman’s 
duty upon such occasions to preserve the peace and to see 
that any unobstructed passage is kept open to the ballot 
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boxes;seé that all who wish. to,'and-are entitled to, can 
have.an opportunity to vote, and when anyone votes or 
attempts to vote illegally, arrest him. Policemen must 
not interfere with the Judges of Election in the discharge 
of their duties, and shall obey orders from them when such 
orders are in accordance with law. The election Law 
provides that ‘‘no person shall be permitted to loiter or 
solicit votes within one hundred feet of the polls.” 


33. Unless otherwise provided in these Regulations, a 
Member of the Force shall be specially detailed or as- 
signed as directed by the Chief of Police. 


34. A Member of the Force shall make application for 
a desired change of special detail or assignment direct to 
the Director of Public Safety only, and only by written 
application. He shall not permit anyone to do so for or 
on behalf of him. 


35. A Member of the Force, on application to his com- 
manding officer, shall be granted four days’ leave of 
absence with full pay in case of death of wife, child, 
father, mother, brother or sister. A Commanding Officer 
may grant leave of absence to any member of his com- 
mand, in case of serious illness in his immediate family, 
or extraordinary emergency. 


36. A Member of the Department prior to absenting 
himself on vacation or special leave, shall file with his 
Commanding Officer a statement o his peachy 
address. 

37. A Member of the Force shall, whenever occasion 
requires, render reasonable assistance to a sick or injured 
person, and summon an ambulance, if necessary. If the 
ambulance upon being summoned, does not arrive within 
a reasonable time, he shall summon the patrol wagon 
and dispatch the sick or injured person without delay to 
the hospital. He shall obtain the full name and place 
of residence of the sick or injured person, and also in: case 
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of injury, a statement of the attendant circumstances.. 
If disability occurs on the street or in any public place 
under the jurisdiction of the city authorities, he. shall 
carefully note contributory causes, if any, such as broken 
pavement, excavation, street lights not burning, snow 
or ice on sidewalks, etc. He shall enter all the facts in 
his memorandum book and transmit the same to the 
Desk Officer upon reporting off duty. 


38. If an unknown, injured or unconscious person, or a 
lost or missing person, about whom it may be necessary 
to send an alarm, comes into the charge of a Member of 
the Force, he shall, without delay, transmit an accurate 
description of the person and his wearing apparel to the 
Desk Officer at the station house. The Desk Officer 
shall promptly convey the information to the Missing 
Persons Division for full, thorough and immediate in- 
vestigation. 


39. Motorcycle and Bicycle Patrolmen shall be held 
accountable for the proper care of motorcycle, bicycles 
and equipment assigned to them. Standard equipment 
furnished with Department motorcycles and bicycles 
shall not be changed, and nothing shall be added thereto 
or taken therefrom. They shall not leave their machines 
unattended, except when necessary in the performance 
of police duty. 


40. ‘Members of the Force are prohibited from becom- 
ing bail for any person charged with any offence against 
the law. 


41. No information which may enable a person to 
esCape arrest or punishment, or dispose of or secrete any 
fraudulently obtained ‘stolen or embezzled goods, or 
alleged so to be, nor information relative to the orders, 
regulations and business of the Department, or to the . 
official conduct of any member, shall be given to any 
person not entitled to receive the same. 
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42, Policemen are assigned to a precinct to: perfect an 
organization, but are subject to orders from any superior 
in the Department. Policemen may, if they deem it 
necessary or advisable to do so, go into a precinct other 
than their own to render assistance to another policeman 
or to make an arrest. 


43. When a Policeman receives a subpoena requiring 
his attendance in court, he shall see that all evidence which 
is necessary in the case is produced in court. 


44. Members of the Force shall, without unnecessary 
delay, transmit to their precinct Desk Officer, any infor- 
mation of an unusual character, important casualty, 
serious crime, or unsafe condition of a public street, 
existing or occuring on their post. 


45, It shall be the duty of a Policeman to report as 
soon as possible to the Desk Officer, the location of a dead 
animal lying on the public street. 


46. To summon aid in ordinary cases, a member of 
the Force will give two or more blasts upon his whistle, 
or two or more raps upon the sidewalk with his baton. 
In extreme emergency, he shall discharge one or more shots 
from his revolver directly in the air. Members of the 
Force, in responding to any such summons, shall give one 
blast upon their whistle or one rap upon the sidewalk 
_ with their baton. 


47. Should a Lieutenant or Rounds-Sergeant desire 
to locate the whereabouts of a Policeman on post, and 
find it necessary to call for him, they shall give the Patrol- 
men’s call, either with the whistle or baton, which shall 
be one blast of the whistle or one rap of the baton. 


48. Unclaimed and unidentified dead, shall be for- 
warded without delay to the Morgue; the policeman 
accompanying shall witness the searching of the body 
and report to his Precinct Desk Officer, a full description 
of the dead person and of the property found upon his 
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person, and also any other information that may lead to 
identification. 


Rule XXII 


FIRES, EIOTS, ETC. 


1. In case of fire, riot and other emergency, the member 
of the Force first on the scene shall assume and be in 
charge of the police functions until the arrival of one of 
higher rank, who shall then assume charge; if the latter is 
from another command or precinct, he shall be super- 
seded by an officer of equal rank from the precinct in 
which the fire, riot, etc. occurs. 


2. In case of fire, members of the Force shall imme- 
diately send an alarm or make certain that an alarm has. 
already been sent; they shall then take necessary action 
to direct the responding fire apparatus to the place of the 
fire; if the fire be at night time, officers shall exercise 
precaution that all persons who may be asleep in the 
burning buildings are awakened. 


3. Members of the Force shall facilitate the operations 
of the Fire Department by maintaining fire-lines, and by 
keeping outside of such lines unauthorized persons and - 
vehicles. Whenever possible fire lines shall be extended 
beyond the apparatus of the Fire Department, or hydrant 
in use, farthest from the fire. For the purpose of co- 
operating with the Fire Department, the officer in charge 
shall report without delay to the officer of the Fire De- 
partment in charge, and perform any police service that 
may be required. 

4, Fire-line Cards or Badges issued by the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety, shall be honored by 
Policemen and the holders thereof admitted within the ~ 
fire-lines. Possession of such cards or badges shall not 
authorize the holder thereof to have access to buildings. 
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5. After the arrival of the Fire Department at a fire, 
Policemen shall not interfere with the management or 
control of it, nor send out a’second or general alarm with- 
out direction to do so by an officer of the Fire Department. 
6, It shall be the duty of the Police Officer in command 
at a fire to submit a written report of the fire and the 
particulars thereof, to the Desk Officer of the Precinct 
in the district the fire occurs. 

7. Members of the Force shall safeguard and protect 
any property removed from houses or stores during a fire. 

8. In the maintenance of fire lines, Members of the 
Force shall exercise care that the rights of persons and 
property are not interferred with unnecessarily. 


Rule XXIII 
ARRESTS 


€ No person shall be arrested or detained except as 
authorized by law or legal process. 

2. Each member of the Force shall be held responsible 
for the humane treatment and safe keeping of a Bren aet 
in his custody. 

3. An arresting officer who takes a prisoner to a Precinct 
other than that of the Precinct in which the arrest was 
made, for search and detention, shall promptly advise 
the Desk Officer of the Precinct in which the arrest 
occurred. 

4, An arresting police officer shall assist in lodging his 
prisoner in a cell, if the prisoner be consigned thereto by 
the Desk Officer, after the prisoner’s arraignment and 
his pedigree taken. 

5. A male prisoner shall be searched by the arresting 
officer in the presence of the Desk Officer. A female 
prisoner shall be searched by the Matron with all the 
privacy that circumstances warrant or permit. 

6. An unconscious or seriously injured prisoner shall 
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not be taken to the Station House. An ambulance shall 
be summoned and such prisoner removed to a hospital. 
The arresting officer shall search the prisoner, if a male, 
in the presence of witnesses, and.take all property from 
him; make a record thereof and deliver.same with such 
record to the Desk Officer, who shall place such record with 
said property in an envelope which shall be sealed i in the 
sence of the arresting officer. 


. The Commanding Officer of a Precinct shall furnieu 
a panes for prisoners in a hospital. 


8. When a prisoner is brought to the Precinct under 
circumstances which warrant the service of a summons, 
the Desk Officer shall, if the prisoner is properly identified, 
direct such service in lieu of arrest. 


9. Members of the Force shall appear in Court against 
any person whom they may arrest or summon, and shall 
_not delegate any other police officer to appear in their 
stead. They shall be held responsible for the production 
of all evidence, whether property or witnesses, in the 
Recorder’s Court when the prisoner is arraigned. 


10. When a Member of the Force makes an arrest 
for an indictable offense, and has knowledge and belief 
that a crime has been committed, it shall be his duty 
to make a sworn complaint when the prisoner is arraigned 
in court, if in the judgment of the Recorder there is suffi- 
cient evidence for him to do so; provided, however, there 
be no other complainant. 

11. The law requires the Desk Officer to receive a 
prisoner regularly committed by a warrant of Committ- 
ment issued by a Recorder or Magistrate, and to keep 
him in custody for any period not longer than the morning 
following the comittment. 

-12. When arrests are made of persons having responsi- 
bility of the delivery of the U.S. Mails, . it shall be the 
duty of the members of the Force, making such arrests, 
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to accompany such driver or other person to the Post- 
Office, or to the destination of the mail delivery, within 
the city limits, and thence to the station house. It is 
highly important, however, that the transmission of the 
mails be not retarded, and only in serious crimes or in 
cases of extreme circumstances will a summary arrest 
-be made. The official summons will suffice in all other 
cases, police officer taking care that they obtain the 
number of the vehicle. 


13. When arrests are made of the operators of any public 
conveyance, police officers shall follow the same _ pro- 
cedure as is contained in the preceding section. 


14. Persons found violating the provisions of any City 
Ordinance, if properly identified, shall be served with a 
summons for their appearance before the Recorder on 
the following morning. 


15. When any person charges another with the com- 
mission of a crime, and demands that the person charged 
shall be arrested, the Police Officer shall, if there be 
sufficient ground for arrest, require the complainant to 
accompany him to the station house along with the 
Defendant, and there substantiate his charge. 


16. Members of the Force shail not unnecessarily 
delay their return to their post when obliged to leave it 
on police business. 


17. When two or more persons are arrested for the 
same offense, they shall not be confined in the same cell, 
. nor permitted to converse with each other. 


18. Witnesses in all high misdemeanor cases, unless 
fully vouched for, shall be detained and. arraigned in 
court with the prisoner. Witnesses of irresponsible char- 
acter, unwilling witnesses and non-resident witnesses in 
minor cases may be detained according to the judgement 
of a commanding officer. 
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19, The fact of an arrest, if considered by an officer to 
rest there, is in itself of very little importance. Officers 
shall bear in mind that prisoners cannot be convicted © 
without evidence, and criminals, especially old offenders, 
do not usually assist in convicting themselves, Therefore, 
daring the arrest and while on the way to the station 
house with an important prisoner, policemen shall note 
carefully the conversation and actions of a prisoner, and 
get what admissions possible relative to the case; but 
police officers must not make promises of immunity to a 
prisoner to get evidence or information. 


20. In the investigation of a crime or a suspicious death, 
a member of the Force shall exercise every precaution to. 
avoid destroying or impairing the value of evidence on or 
about bodies and surrounding property, and shall particu- 
larly avoid the destruction or mutilation of finger prints 
by unintelligent handling. He shall prevent unauthorized 
persons from entering upon the scene, and shall make an 
immediate and thorough investigation into the circum- 
stances of the crime, obtain the names and addresses of 
witnesses and all other important details. 


21. A member of the Force shall ofonuael Mirai: for 
identification and if necessary, secure against tampering, 
all articles of value as evidence that are taken possession 
of in connection with a case. 


22. The Commanding Officer of a precinct wherein a 
crime has been committed, shall take immediate steps to 
obtain all the facts and evidence applicable to the case as . 
quickly as possible. He shall be held responsible for the 
completeness of the investigation, and shall secure the 
assistance of the Inspector of Police without delay. Wrrit- 
ten statements from witnesses and the prisoner shall be 
obtained forthwith, if possible. Statements obtained as 
aids materially in the prosecution of the case when the 
prisoner is arraigned befor the Recorder or when the case 
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is brought on for trial. . Should a person refuse to.make a 
statement, though -declaring his innocence, have him .do 
so.in an affirmative manner, taking note of such affirma- 
tive refusal. When a prisoner protests his innocence and 
refuses to make a statement, it gives him little, if any, 
standing in the minds of the ordinary Juror. Witnesses 
who reside in the neighborhood where robberies and as- 
saults frequently occur; talk more truthfully and more 
freely during the excitement of the affair, than after the 
friends of the accused have had an opportunity to reach 
them and urge them to suppress incriminating evidence. . 


23. A Statement taken from a ‘prisoner ‘must be: a 
voluntary one: It should not be obtained through coercion 
or threats or promises of immunity. If so obtained, it will 
be of no value as evidence. To secure a voluntary state- 
ment from a seingaumd a Member of the Force agg -pro- 
ceed as follows: 


“Tam, (giving name at rank) of the Hoboken 
~ Police Department; you are charged with (name 
crime) ; lam going to ask you some questions about ' 
the offense with which you are charged. You 
“may answer me or not, as you please, but what 
you say must be of your own free will and vol- 
untary on your part, and will be taken down in- 
writing and be used against ee at your aia bye 
the State. ee! 


When the statement is made, is finished, it abe 
read to the prisoner after which he shall be requested 
but not coerced, to sign it; Witnesses to the statement shall 
in their own handwrit i ing, attach their names and addresses 
below the prisoner's signature. Statements shalt be taken 
on forms provided for the purpose. — 


24. A Member of the Force appearing as icahibuidiars 
or witness is subject to the direction of the Court. imme- 
deiately upon being: sworn and without.-waiting. to be 
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questioned, he shall audibly announce his full name, 
rank, shield number and the precinct to which he is 
attached. He shall, in testifying, furnish the court w ith 
all the evidence in his possession. 


Rule XXIV 
THE LAW OF ARREST 


1. When making an arrest, a police officer shall an- 
neunce his authority, show his shield if he be not in 
uniform, and-inform the person accosted that he is under 
arrest and make known the cause of the arrest. If the 
arrest be made by warrant, the officer must have with 
him, exhibit and read the warrant at the time and place 
of arrest. Should the urgency of the case prevent the 
officer reading the warrant to the prisoner, he should 
upon making the arrest, explain his authority, and the 
cause for which he makes the arrest. After his authority 
has been acquiesced in by the prisoner the officer should 
exhibit the warrant and permit its perusal by the prisoner. 
Should the officer have reason to apprehend that by 
delivery of the warrant to the prisoner for his perusal 
it will be lost or destroyed, the officer shall not permit 
its perusal; but inform the prisoner that he has the war- 
rant, and acquaint him with the nature thereof. 


2, To aim a revolver at a human being and fire it, can 
be justified only by an extreme case of self-preservation. 
It is but rarely that a.police officer is justified in shooting 
at a felon flying from justice. The shooting would be 
justifiable when the Police Officer actually knows that 
a capital crime or a crime of extreme seriousness has been 
committed, and where, in pursuit, he cannot otherwise 
be taken. If the felon can be arrested without shooting 
it must be done. , 


3. Police Officers shall make every effort to capture a 
prisoner who has escaped, and to do so have the right, 


while the pursuit is fresh, to enter any place where the 
prisoner has taken refuge, even though it is necessary 
to break open the door to do so. In every case where 
doors may be broken open there must be a previous notifi- 
cation of the business,:a demand for entrance, and a 
refusal to admit, or such conduct as amounts to a refusal 
to admit before the police officer breaks open the door. 
This only applies to-outer doors of a building for an 
officer having once lawfully gained-an entrance to a 
building may break’ down the inner door to serve the 
warrant, or arrest: the person desired. To prevent the 
commission of a felony where there is likely to be blood- 
shed, an officer may break open doors after notice and 
demand. If an officer is locked in a house, he may break 
down the doors in order. to secure his liberty. 


4, In making an arrest upon a warrant the police officer 
having the warrant may break open doors and entre any 
house to make an arrest, if he has reasonable grounds to 
suspect the person named in the warrant to be within the 
house; after he has informed the person refusing him en- 
trance that he is a police officer, and has a warrant to 
serve, made a demand for entrance and been refused. Any 
person obstructing or interfering with an officer making 
an arrest does so in violation of the law, and is himself 
liable to arrest. 


5. A police officer requiring assistance in making an 
arrest has the right to request aid from a bystander, as it 
is the duty of a bystander to assist an officer in making an 
arrest when required by the latter. 


6. In executing a search warrant, an officer, to whom 
the warrant is directed, has the right to thoroughly search 
the place and seize the person or property particularly 
described in the warrant. A Police Officer must observe 
strictly the directions of the search warrant, as he will not 
be protected -by the warrant if he searches in places: or 
seizes persons or property not designated in the warrant. 


56 


He may break an outer or inner-door of a building if after 
proper notice of his authority and. purpose he is refused 
admittance. If, however, an officer. has positive informa- 
tion that a person wanted for the concealment of. a. crime, 
or that property is concealed in a house, and the. ends of 
justice will:be defeated by delay, entrance may be effected 
and the prisoner or stolen property secured. 

7. A Police Officer may arrest without «warrant for a 
high misdemeanor committed in his view, or may arrest 
one he suspects to be guilty of'a high misdemeanor, 
whether he acts upon ‘his own knowledge or- facts com- 
municated by others. - Police Officers aie conservators of 
the peace and have the right to arrest without warrant, 
all persons guilty of a breach of the peace or violations of 
the criminal laws committed in their presence.

Rule XXVI 


COURTESIES AND SALUTES 


i. A Member of the Force shall tender and return the 
personal salute prescribed by the U. S. Army Drill Regu- 
lations. The Salute shall be tendered by the subordinates 
and smartly and promptly acknowledged by the Superior. 
If in civilian clothes, the subordinate need not salute. 
A Member of the Department shall not be tendered the 
salute, unless such member is in uniform. 


2. Members of the Force lining parades or at fires, or 
on occasions when a large number of policemen are 
assembled for a specific purpose, shall not salute superiors, 
unless they address or are addressed by such superiors. 
Unless such action inferferes with the performance of some 
particular police duty, a member of the Force, shall, be- 
fore addressing a Superior Officer, or when addressed by 
him, stand at attention and tender the hand salute. 


3. Upon entering the Office of the Director of the — 
Department of Public Safety or of the Chief, Inspector or 
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Captains of Police, a member of the Forde shall remove his 
hat and stand at attention. 


4, Members of the Force shall salute the National 
Colors as it passes on all occasions, ceremonies or parades, 
or when it is carried into any building, room, or other place 
where they are, as follows:— 

IN UNIFORM—With the hand salute. 


IN CIVILIAN DRESS—By uncovering with ae right 
hand and holding the hat opposite the left shoulder. 


IN CIVILIAN DRESS (Uncovered)—Stand at attention. 


IN MOTION OR FORMATION—Salute by executing 
EYES RIGHT, or (EYES LEFT) upon command. 


In all cases, except when in motion, the individual on 
command, shall face the Colors, and assume the position 
of ATTENTION. The Salute shall be given when the 
Colors has arrived within a distance of six (6) paces and 
continued until it has passed six (6) paces beyond. 

(To the National Anthem.) 


5. phe to the National Anthem shall be tendered by 
Members of the Force as follows :— 


IN UNIFORM—With hand salute. 

IN CIVILIAN DRESS—Uncover with the right hand 
and hold the hat opposite the left shoulder. 

IN CIVILIAN: DRESS (Uncovered)—Stand at atten- 
tion. 


IN FORMATION—The command shall be brought to 

ATTENTION and the commanding officers and such 
. other officers and patrolmen as are not in ranks shall 

_give the hand salute. 

In all cases, Members of the Force saluting the National 
Anthem, shall face the music. The salute shall be rendered 
at the first note of the Anthem and continued until the last 
note has been played.

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Rule XXVII 
REGULATIONS FOR FUNERAL ESCORT 


1. The escort of Police shall form opposite the residence 
of the deceased; band on the flank towards which Bus pro- 
cession shall march. 


2. On the appearance of the coffin, the commanding 
Officer shall bring his command to a hand salute; he shall 
issue ‘Command Present Baton’’. The salute shall be 
maintained until the coffin is placed in the hearse. The 
escort then takes position in front of the hearse and may 
be formed in companies, platoons or squads. The Band 
immediately precedes the escort and shall play solemn 
music from the time the remains are brought from the 
house until it is placed in the hearse, and shall continue 
playing slow solemn music until the church is reached, or 
the City limits. 


3. When the escort arrives at the point they are to leave 
the deceased; the commanding Officer shall form line to 
the right and as the hearse comes within six (6) paces of 
the left flank of his command he shall command: ‘The 
Hand Salute’’, which the escort comply with, and remain — 
in that position until the hearse and mourners (usually the 
first three carriages) have passed. The Commanding 
Officer shall then order: ‘‘Parade Rest”’, until the remainder 
of the funeral has passed when the escort shall be dismissed, 


4, The hand salute is executed as follows: 1-—Hand. 
2-SALUTE. Riase the right hand smartly till the tip or . 
the forefinger touches the lower part of the head dress of 
forehead above the right eye, thumb and fingers extended 
and joined palm to the left; forearm inclined at about 45 
degrees, hand and wrist straight; at the same time look 
towards the person saluted. At the order TWO drop the 
arm smartly by the side. 
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Rule XXVIII 
SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION 


Members of the Force are expected to be able to answer 
intelligently all the following questions :—— 


Q. What is a Police Officer? 

A. A person duly appointed as such, and sworn to 
execute the criminal laws of the State and the Ordinances 
of the City. 

Q. What is the principal duty of a Police Officer? 

A. To observe and enforce the laws and obey the orders 
of his superior officers. 


Q. What relation does a Police Officer bear to the com- 
munity in which he lives? 

A. He is a servant of the people; therefore, every citizen 
should receive at his hands protection and kind treatment. 


Q. When can a Police Officer make an arrest without a 
Warrant? 

A. When the offence is committed in his presence, or 
view, or when a high misdemeanor or some high crime has 
been committeed, and he has good ground to suspect a 
person of having committed the crime, or upon the infor- 
mation of responsible persons, when there is not an oppor- 
tunity to secure a Warrant. 


Q. How should an arrest be made when it is without a 
Warrant? 

A. By announcing himself as a Police Officer, and if in 
plain clothes, showing his official shield. 


Q. May a Police Officer arrest a person without a War- 
rant for a misdemeanor not committed in his presence? 

A. No. 

Q. What constitutes an arrest? 

A. The laying of the hand upon the person to be ar- 
rested, and telling the person he is a prisoner. When it is 
not possible to lay hold of a person to be arrested, it shall 
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be sufficient for the Police Officer to tell the person that he 
or she is a prisoner, and at the same time tell the person 
what he or she is arrested for. 

Q. When is a Police Officer justified in striking a prisoner 
with his club? 

A. Only when it is necessary to do so in order to pre- 
vent the escape of the prisoner of in self defence. 


Q. Under what circumstances is a Police Officer justi- 
fied to use his revolver? . 

A. When his life is in actual danger, or to prevent the 
escape of a person charged with a high crime. 


Q. What are the general duties of Police Officers? 

A. To protect life and property; act as a conservator of 
the peace; prevent the commission of a crime and arrest 
o‘fenders when duly authorized. 


Q. When a Police Officer is not on actual patrol duty 
is he liable to be called upon for service? 

A. Yes. A Police Officer is always on duty when within 
the City. 


Q. What is a patrolman’s duty when on post? 


A. To inspect all parts of his post as often as possible; 
to be vigilant; to ‘‘call’’ his station at required times; to 
apprehend violators of the law; enforce city ordinances. 


Q. Are Police Officers, when on post duty, permitted 
to enter into conversation with each other? 
A. No. Unless it be in t he actual discharge of their duty. 


Q. When citizens seek information, how are they to be 
treated? 

A. With civility and attention. . 

Q. Is it a Police Officer’s duty to give his name and 
shield cap number when asked for? 

A. Yes. | 

Q. When prisoners are first taken into custody, is it 
necessary to guard against their making use of or dispos- 
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posing of weapons or property in their Tocca 
A. Yes. The greatest care must be taken that the 
prisoner does not throw away anything he may have, and 


is not possessed of weapons which he may make use of to 
affect escape or attempt to escape. oem ; 


Q. Should an escaped prisoner get into a thy: or other 
building, has a police officer a right to follow him? 

A. Yes. When in actual pursuit of a prisoner, a police 
Officer can follow wherever the fugitive may go, even 
though doors have to be broken for that purpose. If, 
however, the recapture is not effected at the time, a War- 
rant should be procured for future use. 


Q. Should a prisoner ‘desire to make a confession or 
statement, should he be permitted to do so? 2 

A. Yes. But the police officer must-not make promises 
of immunity to a prisoner, or use any threats, coercion or 
force to get a confession or statement. In important cases 
it would be well to have more than one police officer hear 
the prisoner’s statement and should be taken down in 
writing. 

Q. How is the efficiency of the Police Force to be main- 
tained? 

A. By strict discipline; observance and enforcement. of 
the law. — 


‘2; How are police officers to make complaints or re- 
ports of any kind to superior officers? 

A. In writing, and through their immediate superior 
officer. 


Q. How should a Police Officer salute his superior 
officer when in uniform? 

A. By bringing the hand smartly to the visor of eas 
headdress. 


Q. How should a Policeman report a murder, suicide, 
robbery or.other serious matter? 
A. If a murder, give full name, residence, age, nation- 
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ality and occupation of the deceased, together with the 
names of all witnesses and full particulars as to how the 
' murder was committeed, and by whom, if possible. If 
' suicide, give name, age, nationality, time, place and cir- 
cumstances of the same. If robbery, larceny, or atrocious 
assault, give name of the person robbed, description and 
supposed value of the property and name or description of 
the person wanted. In assault cases, the name of the 
person assaulted, and all particulars possible shall be 
given. If fire, give time of discovery, number of house 
and name of street, kind and character of premises, name 
_ of owner and occupant, number of alarm box pulled, and 
by whom; and the probable amount of loss and insurance. 
If accident, the nature thereof, how, when and where it 
occured, with name, age, occupation and residence of the 
person injured. 


Q. Should a Police Officer leave his post to make a 
report to his station of crimes reported to him? 

A. Only when the crime is of.a serious nature. He 
should use the telephone in reporting al! minor crimes. 


_ - Q. If one person threatens another with personal vio- 
lence in his presence, should a policeman interfere? 

A. Yes. For the purpose of preventing a breach of the 
peace, he should arrest the person making the threat. 

Q. What is the duty of police officers in regard to insane 
persons found wandering on the public streets? 

A. Take them to the Station House for safe keeping. 

Q. What is his duty in regard to lost children? 

A. If unable to locate their residence on his post, bring 
them to the station house. | | 

9. How should a search warrant be executed? 

“A. Go to the place designated i in the warrant: take with 
you some one to identify the property looked for, and 
search the place thoroughly. If the property is found, take 
it to the station house together with the person or persons 
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in whose possession it be found, and when the court opens 
the property and the prisoner will be brought there for dis- — 
position by the Recorder. 

Q. What is Burglary? 

A. Entering a dwelling of any kind during ihe night to 
commit. crime. 

Q. What is Breaking and Entering? 

A. Entering a dwelling, shop, store or place of any kind 
with the intention of stealing, and stealing anything of 
value therefrom. 

Q. What is Grand Larceny? 

A. Stealing anything of the value of Twenty Dollars or 
more. 

Q. What is Petit Larceny? 

A. Stealing below the value of Twenty Dollars. 

Q. What is Robbery? 

A. Taking from the person anything of value, by threats, 
force or violence. 

Q. What is Larceny from the Person? 

A. Taking from one’s person, anything of value, with- 
out assault or violence. 

Q. What is embezzlement? 

A. Appropriating to one’s use with intent to defraud, 
money or property of any kind that has been intrusted to 
a person’s keeping. 

Q. What is Mayhem? 

A. To cut off or disfigure, a intent to injure, any 
limb or member of the body. 

Q. What is Murder? 

A. Wilful and deliberate killing of a person, or when a 
person kills another while attempting to commit some high 
crime. 

Q. What is Manslaughter? 


A. Killing that is not done with intent or premedita- 
tion. 
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©. What is Atrocious Assault and Battery? 
A. When a person is seriously injured or beaten by 
assault. 


@. What is Assault and Battery? 
A. To beat or strike a person. 


Q. Who can be arrested at a dog fight or cock fight? 
A. All who are present. 


Q. Is it a crime to sell, or offer for sale, or have in one’s 
possession indecent books and pictures? 
A Yes. 


Q. Is it a crime to conceal a criminal or to interfere with 
a policeman in the discharge of his duty? 
Aan Wes. 


Q. What is a policeman’s duty when he finds persons 
gambling? 

A. To arrest all so engaged, and take possession of all 
cards, checks, dice, money, and other matter pertaining 
to the game. 


Q. What constitutes a disorderly house? 

A. A place where intoxicating liquor is habitually sold; 
gambling houses, house of ill fame and shows of an im- 
moral character and places wherein the law is habitually 
violated. 


Q. Who can be arrested in disorderly houses? 
A. The proprietor and all those present. 


Q. What charge should be made against the proprietor? 

A. Keeping a disorderly house. 

Q. What charge should be made against those arrested 
in a disorderly house? 

A. Disorderly persons. 


Q. What is Arson? 


A. Setting fire to a dwelling or building of any kind. with 
intent to destroy the same. 


Q. What Savoia is made of efhive $C or wiidehti+ 
fied dead bodies? 
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A. Sent to the Morgue. - 


- Q. Who is the custodian of property found on we un- 
claimed or unidentified dead? 

A. The County Physician to hold same for a reasbnable 
length of time, and then to turn said property over to the 
City Treasurer. 


Q. Is it acrime to interfere with firemen or tine apparatus 
when at work at a fire? 
A. Yes. 


Q. Is it a crime to send out a false alarm of fire knowing 
the same to be false? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Is it a crime to have burglar’s tools in possession?

Q. What is a policeman’s duty when detailed to polling 
places on Election Day? 

A. During the casting of the votes, to keep a clear and 
unobstructed passage to the ballot boxes and to preserve 
order and to keep ali persons from loitering within a dis- 
tance of one hundred feet from the polls; to arrest any per- 
son charged with voting or attempting to vote, illegally, 
and during the counting of the votes, to protect the boxes 
should there be an attempt to take them from the Judges; 
to preserve order and to see that the Election Laws are 
strictly enforced in and about the polling places, and when — 
the ballots as counted and statement of election made by 
Election Officers, to accompany the officers and ballot 
boxes to City Clerk’s Office without stopping.

A. All persons who desire to.

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Rule XXIX | 
WHO ARE DISORDERLY PERSONS 


The following extracts are taken from an Act Concern- 
ing Disorderly Persons, and are the violations which most 
commonly come under the observation of the Hoboken 
Police, and for which it shall be the duty of the Members 
of the Force to arrest immediately and without process, if 
the offense is committed in their presence or view. 

All vagrants, tramps, beggars, common drunkards, and 
persons drunk in public places are disorderly persons. 

Persons who shall use, or pretend to use, or have any 
skill in physiognomy, palmistry or like crafty science, or 
who shall pretend to tell fortunes are disorderly persons. 

Common thieves, night walkers and prostitutes are dis- 
orderly persons. 

Any person found in or near any dwelling house, ware- 
house, stable, barn, or in any place of public resort or 
assemblage for business, worship, amusement or other 
lawful purposes, with intent to steal any goods or chattels, 
are deemed disorderly persons. 

Persons loitering or assembling on the public streets, in 
public places, or on any trolley car, railroad train, or other 
public conveyance, and uttering laud, offensive and in- 
decent language, or who shall make or address audible and 
offensive remarks or comments upon any person passing 
along such streets or public places, or in such public con-_ 
veyances, or who shall obstruct or interfere with any per- 
son or persons lawfully being in and upon such streets or 
public places, or public conveyances, are deemed disorderly 
persons. 

’ Anyone who shall break, injure or deface any public 
school building, or the fences or outhouses connected 
with a school building, or shall disturb the exercises of a 
public school, or molest or annoy any-children attending 
school, or any teacher therein, are disorderly persons.

Persons who shall, by noisy and disorderly conduct 
in a public library or reading room, interrupt the quiet 
and good order of those who resort and use said library 
or reading room, are considered disorderly persons. 

Any person arrested at a railroad depot, trolley ter- 
minal, church, banking institution, place of public amuse- 
ment, store or crowded thoroughfare, or other place of 
public resort or assemblage for business, worship, amuse- 
ment or other lawful purpose, who shall be proven to the 
satisfaction of the Magistrate before whom such person 
shall be brought, to be a common thief, burglar or pick- 
pocket, and to have been frequenting or attending such 
place or places for an unlawful Burr shall be deemed 
a disorderly person. 

Persons trespassing upon any railroad car or train, or 
on any railroad or railroad property are disorderly persons. 

Any person throwing stones or other missiles at, against 
or into any trolley car, or railroad car, or who shall place 
any obstruction on the rails thereof is a disorderly person. 

Any person wilfully and maliciously ringing or sending 
in a false alarm of fire is a disorderly person. 

Persons spitting on trolley or railroad cars are disorderly 
persons. 

Persons who unlawfully use trolley transfers, and shall 
sell or issue or give such transfers to a person not lawfully 
entitled to them, and persons receiving transfers they 
are not lawfully entitled to, are disorderly persons. 


Rule XXX 
STATE TRAFFIC LAWS 

1. Municipalities in this State are prohibited by 
Statute from passing any Ordinances. which would. in 
any manner alter or nullify the provisions of the State 
Traffic Act, but does permit municipalities ‘to pass Ordi- 
mances to-meet special conditions, existent alonein a 
municipality, such; as:— 
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Limiting use of streets to certain class of vehicles. 

Designation of one-way street. 

Regulation of public hacks and hack stands. 

Regulating the stopping or starting of street cars at 
special places, such as railroad and trolley ter- 
minals, public squares, or in front of certain public 
buildings. 

Special regulations governing the passage or stopping 
of traffic at certain congested street corners or 
other designated points. 

Such Ordinances must have, however, the approval of 
the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles before they will 
become effective. 

2. Vehicles shall keep to the right, and when the im- 
proved portion of a road is of sufficient width, the vehicle 
shall keep to the right of the center of such road, except 
when passing a vehicle ahead, 

3. A vehicle meeting another shall pass to the right. 


4. A vehicle overtaking another shall pass on the left 
side of the overtaken vehicle, and the vehicle overtaken 
shall bear to the right and the vehicle overtaking the 
vehicle ahead and in passing to the left, shall not, unless 
compelled to, by the width of the road, pass to the left 
side of such road, but shall as’ far as possible keep to the 
right of the center of the road, when passing the vehicle 
overtaken. 

5. A vehicle turning into another road to the right, 
shall turn the corner as near to the right hand boundaries 
of the road as possible. 

6. A vehicle turning into another road to the left, 
shall before turning pass, when possible, to the right of 
and.beyond the center of the intersection of the two roads. 

7. A vehicle turning so as to proceed in the opposite 
direction .or to stop at the opposite curb, in making such 
turn, shall cross the road to the opposite side thereof, 
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and turn to the left, so as to head in the same direction 
as traffic on that side of the road. This provision shall 
be liberally construed, when, because of the width of 
the road, it is impossible for a She to make a turn in 
this manner. N 


8. No vehicle shall stop with its left side to the side of 
the road or to the curb. 


9. No vehicle shall be stopped on any road or street 
except such vehicle be drawn to the side and close to the 
curb, providing, however, that nothing shail prevent 
a vehicle from stopping in any emergency in order to 
avoid accident, or to allow the right of way to vehicles 
or pedestrians as provided by law. 


10. Every driver or operator of a vehicle following any 
street car, when passing such street car while it is stopped 
to take on or discharge passengers, shall only pass such 
street car on the right, and shall keep at least eight feet 
from the right hand running board or low step of such car, 
and shall give an audible indication of approach to said 
car, and shall exercise due precaution not to interfere 
with or injure the passengers getting on or off the car. 


11. If by reason of the narrowness of the street, or of 
the presence of other vehicles at the place where the street 
car is stopped, and it is not possible to preserve a distance 
of eight feet, then it shall be the duty of the driver or 
operator to come to a full-stop, until the street car shall 
have taken on or discharged its passengers; when street 
cars are operated on any track at the side of a street, 
every driver or operator of any vehicle, moving in the same 
direction as such car, shall pass same under the_pre- 
cautions as above at a radius of eight feet from either 
the right hand or left hand running board, as the case 
may be; if proceeding in the opposite direction to such 
car shall _use due care; when passing a standing street 
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car to take on or let off passengers, the vehicle shall not 
be driven or operated at a greater speed than six miles 
an hour until entirely clear of the street car. 


12. A vehicle proceeding in the same direction as a 
street car operated on tracks in the center of any public 
road or street, when passing a moving street car shall 
pass such street car on its right, provided, however, when 
through narrowness of road or street, or through a con- 
gestion of traffic standing at the curb or side of such road 
or street, it is impossible or unsafe to pass such street 
car as above, then by exercising exceptional caution, the 
vehicle may pass on the left of such street car. 


13. It shall be unlawful for any person to hitch, or 
leave standing, or to cause or to permit to be hitched or 
left standing any animal or to leave standing or permit 
to be left standing any vehicle, or to stop, or cause to 
be stopped any animal or vehicle in or upon any public 
street, within ten (10) feet of a fire hydrant, unless such 
animal is in charge of some person capable of driving 
the same, or unless such vehicle is in charge of some 
person capable of driving or operating the same; or to 
park any vehicle in or upon any driveway, not the pro- 
perty of such vehicle owner, unless the consent to so park 
is first obtained from the owner of the driveway. 


SIGNALS 


1. Every driver in slowing up or stopping, shall signal 
to those behind by raising a whip or hand. 


2, In turning while in motion or in starting to turn . 
from a standstill position, signal shall be given by extend- 
ing the whip or hand, or by operating an adequate mech- 
anical device indicating the direction in which the turn 
is to be made. : 

_3. Before backing, ample warning should be given, 
and while backing unceasing vigilance shall be exercised 
not to injure those behind. 
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4, Any driver, upon the blast of a police whistle blown 
by a Police Officer, shall stop. 


5. When, in case of accident or emergency, it becomes 
necessary ‘to leave any ‘vehicle on any public road or street 
at night, at least one red light must be conspicuously dis- 
played thereon by the owner or person in charge; such 
light to be visible in both directions. 


6. All bicycles, when in use on any street at night, shall 
carry at least one lighted lamp on the front of such bicycle 
which shall show a white light and shall be of such a nature 
and so displayed that it may be seen at least two hundred 
feet distant in the direction towards which the bicycle is 
proceeding; then no red light attached to the rear of such 
bicycle shall be necessary; provided, however, that where 
such front light does not show a red light visible for a dis- 
tance of at least two hundred feet in the direction from 
which the bicycle is proceeding, then there shall be attached 


to the rear of such bicycle one lighted lamp showing a red 
light visible for adistance of at least two hundred feet in 
the direction from which the bicycle is proceeding, such 
lamp to be attached thereto and kept lighted from one 
half hour after sunset to one half hour before sunrise. 


7. Bicycles shall be equipped with an audible signal 
which can be heard easily at a distance of two hundred 
feet. 


RIGHT OF WAY 


1. Every driver of a vehicle approaching the intersec- 
tion of a road or street, shall grant the right of way at such 
intersections to any vehicle approaching from his right, 
provided, that whenever traffic officers are stationed, that 
they shall have full power to regulate traffic. 


2. Subject to Subsection one of this part, street cars 
shall have the right of way between cross-road or cross- 
streets over all other vehicles, and the driver or person in 
control of any vehicle proceeding upon the track in front 
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of the street car, shall immediately turn out on signal from 
the motorman or person in control of the street car. 


3. Any driver of any vehicle on the street car tracks pre- 
ceding or following the street car, shall keep at least ten 
feet from said car when following the street car, shall turn 
off the track when car stops and proceed as provided in 
sub-divisions ten (10) and eleven (11) of Rule 30. 

4, Slow-moving and heavily-laden vehicles shall keep 
as near to the right-hand boundry of the road, or the right 
hand curb, as the case might be, as possible, so as to allow 
the free passage for faster moving vehicles. 


CONTROL OF HORSES 


1. No person shall cease to hold the reins in his hands 
while riding, driving or conducting a horse. 


2. No person shall run or race any horse on any road, 
whether the running, racing or trotting be for trial of speed 
or for the purpose of passing another horse or vehicle. 

3. No person shall drive or conduct any vehicle in such 
condition, so constructed or so loaded as to be likely to 
cause delay in traffic, or accident or injury to man, beast or 
property. 


CONDITION AND TREATMENT OF HORSES 


1. No person shall ill-treat, overdrive, override or 
cruelly or unnecessarily beat any horse. 

-2. No person shall crack, or so use a whip as to annoy, 
interfere with, or endanger any person, or excite any horse 
another than that which he is using. 

3. It is unlawful for bicycle riders and persons on roller 
skates to hold fast to or hitch on to any trolley cars or other 
vehicles. 


“STREET CARS 


1. It is the duty of the motorman and drivers of cars 
to give ample notice to the drivers of vehicles and pede- 
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strians of their approach, and also to afford all reasonable 
opportunity for them to avoid collision or accident. 


2. In the event of a collision on the part of a street 
car with any person or vehicle, the motorman or driver 
of such car, shall immediately stop, give his name and 
address, and render any assistance to a injured person 
that may be required. 


3. The motorman or driver of any street car, on ap- 
proaching road intersections or street crossings, shali 
sound his signal bell in quick succession at a reasonable 
distance from such intersection, and shall also sound 
such signal when approaching teams, or carriages, or 
persons, and no person after striking of the bell shall delay 
or hinder the passage of the car. 


4, Any street car carrying construction material which 
extends or projects beyond the car itself, shall, during 
the day carry a red flag at the end of such projecting 
material, and at night, a red light. 


OBEDIENCE AND ENFORCEMENT 


1. Drivers of vehicles, street cars or horses must at all 
times comply with any direction by voice or hand of any 
member of the Police Department, any peace officer, 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, or Inspector of Motor ~ 
Vehicles, when enforcing any of the provisions of this Act. 


2. The enforcement of all the Provisions of this Act shall 
be vested in the police officer and in the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles and the Inspectors appointed under his 
- authority. 


ACCIDENTS 


1. Every driver of a vehicle, after knowingly causing 
an accident, is required to forthwith bring his vehicle to 
a stop, and render any assistance possible, and give his 
name and address and the name and addresses of all per- 
sons in his vehicle. 


47 
REGULATIONS 


1. No vehicle shall stand or stop within the intersection 
of any cross-street, nor within ten (10) feet of any cross- 
walk or street-crossing. 


2. No vehicle shall stand backed to the curb. when 
loading or unloading, except when it is impracticable to 
load or unload vehicle while standing parallel to the curb. 
No Vehicle shall be permitted to completely block the 
passage of other vehicles by remaining backed .up to the 
curb for longer than four minutes. No vehicle shall be 
permitted to obstruct the passage of any street car by 
remaining backed up to the curb. If necessary to back 
up to the curb, if the the vehicle is horse drawn and has 
four wheels, the horse or horses must stand parallel to 
the curb and facing the direction to traffic. 


3. No vehicle shall back or make a turn in any street, 
if by so doing, it interferes with other vehicles, but shall 
go around a block or to a street sufficiently wide to turn 
in without backing. 


4. Any driver shall, upon one blast of a police whistle 
with hand raised given by a police officer, bring the 
vehicle to a full stop, and shall not proceed again until 
receiving a signal so to do from such officer. Three or 
more blasts of the police whistle is the signal for alarm 
and indicates the approach of a fire engine or some other 
danger. 


5. Police, Fire Department, Traffic Emergency Repair, 

United States Mail Vehicles, and Hospital Ambulances 
_ shall have the right of way in any street, and physicians 
shall have the right of way through any procession, If 
any procession shall take longer than fifteen minutes to 
pass any given point, such procession shall be interrupted 
every fifteen minutes for the passage of street cars and 
other vehicles, which may be waiting. 
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6. No vehicle or street car shall so occupy any street 
as to interfere with or interrupt the passage of other 
street cars or vehicles. 


7. A Vehicle waiting at the curb shall promptly give 
place to a vehicle about to take on or let off passengers. 


8. The driver of a vehicle, on the approach of a fire 
engine or any other fire apparatus, shall immediately draw 
up said vehicle as near as practical to the right hand 
curb and parallel thereto, and bring it to a standstill until 
such fire apparatus has passed. 


9. The driver or person in control of a street car shall 
immediately stop his said car upon the approach of a fire 
engine or other fire apparatus and keep it stationery until 
such engine or apparatus has passed. 


10. No horse shall be left unattended in any street 
unless securely fastened or unless the wheels of the vehicle 
to which he is harnessed, are securely tied, fastened or 
chained, and the vehicle is of sufficient weight to prevent 
its being dragged at a dangerous speed with the wheels 
so secured. 


11. No horse shall be unbitted in any street unless 
secured by a halter. 


12. No person shall remove a wheel, pole shaft, whiffle- 
tree, swinglebar, or any part of a vehicle or any part of 
harness likely to cause accident if the horse start, without 
first unhitching the horse or horses attached to such 
vehicle. 


13. No person shall at any time fasten any horse or 
horses in such a manner that the tie ropes, reins, or lines 
shall be an obstruction to the free use of any sidewalk 
or crosswalk. 

14. No horse shall be hitched or fastened to any pole 
carrying wires of any description, nor to any public post 
or pole, nor to any shade tree or its protecting box or 
casing, nor to any water hydrant in any street. ‘ 
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15, No person shall so load a vehicle or drive a vehicle 
loaded with iron or other materials that may strike to- 
gether without it being properly deafened so as to cause 
no unnecessary noise. 


16. No person shall ride upon the rear end of any vehicle 
without the consent of the driver, and when so riding, no 
part of the person’s body must protrude beyond the 
limits of the vehicle, 


17. The rider of any bicycle shall not allow the same to 
proceed in any street by inertia momentum or with his 
feet removed from the pedals; nor shall such rider remove 
both hands from the handle bars while riding the bicycle, 
nor practice any trick or fancy riding in any street; nor 
shall he carry upon his bicycle, any child under the age 
of ten years. 


18. No person shall drive or back any horse or vehicle 
across or allow same to stand upon any sidewalk unless 
it bein crossing same to go into a yard or lot and then not 
without the consent of the owners of the premises. This 
does not prohibit the passing of any horse or vehicle over 
any sidewalk in front of any alley or passageway, without 
the presence of the owner. No vehicle or horse shall be 
driven or ridden across any sidewalk at a greater speed 
than at the rate of four (4) miles an hour. 


19. No person shall ride a bicycle, tricycle or similar 
machine on any sidewalk. Velocipedes or similar ma- 
chines by children on any sidewalk in any public square, 
park, or city are allowable. 


20. No person shall cause or permit any vehicle to be 
loaded with manure, sand, earth, mud, clay, rubbish or 
other matter whereby the contents or any part thereof 
shall be scattered upon the street. 


21. The cars of any street railway company shall not 
be allowed to obstruct the cross walks of any street. 
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22. No street car shall be operated at a greater ora 
than fifteen miles an hour. 


23. No vehicle shall travel at a greater speed than six 
miles per hour when passing or approaching a school 
house, provided, signs easily visible, have been placed 
on the highway, indicating such approach. 


ARREST WITHOUT WARRANT 


1. Any Police Officer, is authorized by law to arrest, 
without warrant, any person having control of a street 
car, violating in the presence of such Police Officer, any 
of the provisions of the State Traffic Act, and to bring 
the defendant before any Recorder or Magistrate of the 
county where the offense was committed, or before the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles at any place designated 
as his office. Any Police Officer upon satisfying himself 
that such offender is a resident of this State, may, instead 
of arresting such offender, serve upon him a summons 
in the name of the Recorder’s Court, directing such offend- 
er to appear and answer such charge or charges as may 
then and there be presented against him. 


DEFINITIONS 


The definitions as used in the foregoing sections of the 
State Traffic Act are as follows: 


1. the word ‘‘vehicle’’ includes equestrians, led horses, 
and everything on wheels or runners, except street rail- 
way cars and baby carriages, unless otherwise specified. 


2. The word ‘“‘driver’’ includes the rider or driver of a 
horse, bicycle, or motorcycle, and driver or operator 
of a motor vehicle, unless otherwise specfied. 


3. The word “‘crossing’’ includes all duly indicated 
crossings marked by a pavement or otherwise, and the 
most direct route from curb to curb at the intersection of 
streets. 
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Rule XXXI 
EXTRACTS FROM en a MOTOR VEHICLE 


Brakes—Automobiles of over ten horse-power must 
have two brakes, each of which shall suffice to stop the 
vehicle within the proper distance. Motorcycles shall 
have at least one brake. 


Horns—Every motor vehicle must have a horn or 
signalling device, to be sounded before passing any vehicle 
that is overtaken, or pedestrian using any aprt of the high- 
way other than sidewalks, also at curves or intersections. 


Lights—Every automobile shall carry during period 
from thirty minutes after sunset to thirty minutes before 
sunrise, and whenever fog renders it impossible to see a 
long distance, at least two lighted lamps showing white or 
yellow tinted lights, visible at least two hundred and fifty 
feet in direction toward which the automobile is proceed- 
ing; and shall exhibit a red light visible from the rear, the 
rays of which shall shine upon number plates in such man- 
ner as to render the numerals visible for fifty feet in the 
direction from which the motor vehicle is proceeding. 
There must not be a dazzling light or glare from head- 
lights, and use of spot light is prohibited, except to aid in 
the location of house numbers or intersecting street signs. 
Automobiles when standing still shall show at least one 
white or yellow light on the side of the automobile nearest 
to the center of the road and one light to the rear. 


Mufflers—Every automobile shall have devices to 
prevent excessive noise, annoying smoke, and escape of 
gases and steam. Exhaust pipes carrying exhaust gases 
from engine shall be directed Beate to the ground or 
slightly upward. 

Cut-Outs—Absolutely forbidden. 


Chains—Chains must not be used only when necessary 
owing to the slippery conditions of roads or streets. 


Mirrors—Every automobile constructed with a top 
-must have a mirror so placed as to show the driver the 
road to the rear and to the side.

CERTAIN ACTS FORBIDDEN 


1. Driving without permission’ of owner of motor 
vehicle. 

2. Interfering with or tampering with motor vehicle or 
putting in motion the engine of such vehicle while it is 
standing, without the permission of the owner. 


3. Driving while under the influence of liquor or nar- 
cotics, or habit-producing drugs, or permitting a person 
who may be under the influence of liquor or drugs to 
operate any motor vehicle owned by him, or in his custody 
or control. 

4, Not stopping to give name, address, operator’s 
license number and registration number to persons 
injured or to any officer or witness, after knowingly caus- 
ing an accident resulting in injury or damage to property. 

5. Driving on a public highway for a bet or wager or for 
the purpose of making speed records. 


6. Driving commercial motor vehicle on any highway or 
bridge or viaduct, when combined weight of vehicle and 
exceeds thirty-thousand pounds, without written premis- 
sion from the State, Highway Commission. 

7. Leaving a motor vehicle with its engine running, 
stationary on the highway and occupied by a person un- 
able to control the same, and without setting the hand 
brake in such manner as to prevent such vehicle from 
moving. a ; 

8. Counterfeiting any number plate, or substituting 
temporary number plate. 

9. Using marker other than one issued by the Commis- 
sioner of Motor Vehicles. 
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10. Loaning license; loaning marker or certificate of 
registration, for use on any other car than that of the 
| owner, Aik 
_ 11. Allowing registered motor vehicle to be operated. 
by a non-licensed driver. 


12. Throwing glass or any other sharp or injurious 
cutting substance on the public highways. — 


13. Stealing dn automobile or receiving stolen auto- 
mobile is a felony, punishable by fine not to exceed 
$5,000, or imprisonment for ten years. 


14. Maliciously burning or causing to be burned, or to 
set fire to, or otherwise to destroy any motor vehicle is a 
felony and punishable by a fine not to exceed $1,000, or 
imprisonment for five years. 


REGULATIONS 


1. No person shall drive an automobile or motorcycle 
upon any street unless licensed to do so by the Commis- 
‘* sioner of Motor Vehicles. 


2. No person under the age of seventeen years shall be 
licensed to drive automobiles or motorcycles. 


3. Before using any motor vehicle on the public high- 
way, the owner thereof, shall receive from the Commis- 
sioner of Motor Vehicles, a certificate of registration, com- 
monly known as an owner’s license, which does not, how- 
ever, privilege him to drive a motor vehicle without being 
licensed as a driver. 


4. The holder of a driver’s license shall not operate a 
motor vehicle on the public highway without having in 
his possession the owner’s certificate of registration. 


5. When requested to do so by a police officer, the 
holder of a registration certificate shall exhibit his certi- 

s  ficate to the end that the police officer may determine - 
, the correctness of the certificate as the same relates to 
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the registration number plates of the automobile for 
which the certificate was issued. } ; 


6. Written permits may be issued by the Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles, to persons for the purpose of fitting 
themselves as drivers or operators of motor vehicles or 
motorcycles. These permits are limited to three weeks, 
but is specified that learners must be accompanied and 
be under the supervision of a licensed motor vehicle 
driver, and it shall be unlawful unless they comply with 
the said specifications. 


7. Drivers of motor vehicles shall have in their pos- 
session, when operating a motor vehicle, a driver’s license. 
This license shall have endorsed thereon in the hand- 
writing of the licensee the name of the licensee. When 
requested by a police officer, he shall exhibit the license 
and, should the police officer require it, he shall write 
his name in the presence of the police officer, to the end 
that he may determine the identity of the license. 


8. The owner of a driver’s license is entitled to drive 
any registered automobile or motorcycle. 


9, Markers shall be displayed on the front and rear of 
all motor vehicles and motorcycles, They shall not be 
less than fifteen inches nor more than thirty-six inches 
.from the ground and must be kept in a horizonatl position 
and fastened so they will not swing. They shall be kept 
clear and distinct and free from grease, dust, or other 
blurring matter so as to be plainly visible. 


10. Lost or stolen license plates must be replaced 
within twenty-four hours, by application to the Commis- 
sioner of Motor Vehicles. 


11. Drivers of motor vehicles, whether of burden or 
pleasure, when met by another motor vehicle, or by a 
carriage, or sleigh, shall keep to the right, and when over- 
taken by another motor vehicle, carriage, or sleigh, they 
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shall likewise keep to the right, so as and when overtaken 
by another motor vehicle, carriage, or sleigh, shaiiihie met 
or overtaken to pass uninterruptedly. 


SPEED RATES 


1. Twelve (12) miles an hour is the maximum rate of 
speed allowed to motor vehicles in the City of Hoboken. 


2. Regardless of speed rate established by law, no 
person shall drive a motor vehicle recklessly, or at any 
speed greater than is reasonable, having regard to the 
traffic and use of the highways, or so to endanger the 
life and limb or to the injury of property of any person. 


3. A Physician responding to an emergency call, if 
stopped for exceeding. the speed limit, shall not be sum- 
marily arrested. Note should be made of his registration 
number and the number of his driver’s license, and a 
summons shall be served on him at a later time. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING COMMERCIAL 
. MOTOR VEHICLES 


1. No commercial motor vehicle or tractor shall be 
used on the public streets while drawing more than one 
motor drawn vehicle. Trailers shall be connected to the 
motor propelled vehicle by at least one chain in addition 


to the hitch bar, to safeguard against accidents. 


2. Commercial motor vehicles carrying loads extending | 


beyond the outside dimensions of such vehicle shall have 


displayed at the outside extremity of such load, a red 
flag by day, which shall not be less than twelve (12) 
inches square, and a red light by night, and so hung as to 
present a full view to the drivers of approaching vehicles. 


| THE REMOVAL, MUTILATION OR ALTERING 


OF MAKER’S NUMBERS © 


1. No person shall remove, deface, alter, :change, de- 
stroy or obliterate in any manner or way, or cause to be 
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removed, defaced, altered, changed, destroyed or obliter- 
ated any trade mark, distinguishing or identification 
number, serial number, or mark on or from\any motor 
vehicle. | | 


2. Any person having in his possession a motor vehicle 
on which or from which any trade mark, distinguishing 
or identification number, serial number, or mark, has 
been, or is covered, removed, defaced, destroyed or 
obliterated or altered or changed in any way, shall, be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 


3. No person shall sell or purchase a motor vehicle 
containing an obliterated, erased or mutilated manufac- 
turer’s number. 


' 4. In all sales of another vehicle directly from the 
manufacturer, or through his agent, there shall be issued 
to the purchaser a manufacturer’s Bill of Sale, which shall 
contain the manufacturer’s number on the engine or 
motor. 


5. In all other sales or purchases of motor vehicles, the 
original Bill of Sale shall be assigned by the seller to the 
purchaser by an assignment witnessed by two persons and 
acknowledged by the seller before any person authorized 
by the Laws of the State to take the proofs and the acknow- 
ledgements of Deeds or conveyance of land. Thé assign- 


ments shall be kept attached to the original manufacturer’s 
Bill of Sale.

6 Junk dealers shall provide and keep a book which 
shall contain a description of the articles purchased, the 
names and residences of the persons from whom purchase 
was made, and the day and hour of. the purchases. 

7. Junk dealers shall have a sign in front of his shop, 
_ on which shall be plainly set forth in conspicuous letters, 
his name and his licensed business. 

8. Obstructing cross-walks by horse or vehicle. 

9. Neglect to place light at night at any opening in 
sidewalk or street. 

10. Removing or taking up, without authority from the 
Commissioner of Streets and Public Improvements, any 
stone, sand, dirt, etc., from any street, sidewalk or public 
grounds. 

11. Destroying or wilfully injuring any fence or railing. 

12. Moving any building into or along any street with- 
out permission from the proper authorities. 


13. No person shall sweep any dirt, paper, or any refuse 
_ from any store or building, unless the same is taken up and 
placed in a receptacle as required by ordinance. 


14. Garbage, ashes, dirt, or other refuse shall not be 
placed at the curb to await removal by the contractor. It 
shall be placed close to the house line, and shall be re- 
moved within one hour after being emptied. 


15. No person shall burn any straw, paper or other such 
light material upon any public street, or build any bonfires. 


16. Failure to remove snow and ice from sidewalks with- 
in’six hours after it has ceased snowing. 


‘ 
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17. Shows and circuses exhibiting without a license. 


18. Lighting or extinguishing any street light without 
authority. 


19. Vendors, cartmen, hackmen, jitneurs, junkmen and 
scavengers shall have their license numbers displayed in 
a conspicuous place. 


20. Sprinkling salt on any street, alley, avenue, cross- 
walk or railroad track. 


21. Auctioneers selling goods without a license. 


22. Disturbing the contents of garbage or ash recep- 
tacles. 


23. Throwing ashes, cinders, glass, crockery, tinware, 
wire, tacks, nails or scrap iron on the streets, sidewalks or 
roadway. 

24. Members of street bands and organ grinders must 
be licensed. 

25. Breaking, defacing or destroying the posts, benches 
or other property in parks. 


26. Throwing offal, garbage, dead animals or obstruc- 
tions of any kind into a receiving basin or on the street or 
sidewalks. 


27. Owners of property shall keep in good repair the 
sidewalks, curb and gutters of such street in front of any 
house, store or other building, or lot or lots of ground. 


Officers shall report in writing to their Superior Officer ~ 


any sidewalk, curb and gutters not in good condition. 


28. Persons engaged in excavating any street or side- 
walk shall erect a fence, so constructed, to prevent danger 
to pedestrians. 


29. Placing building materials on a public street with- 
out a permit from the Street Department. Such materials 
should be placed on a flooring and not on street. 

30. Depositing lime, mortar, etc. on asphalt pavement 
without complying with the necessary regulations. Such 
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lime, mortar, etc. should be placed on a flooring and not 
on the asphalt pavement, or street. 

31. Storekeepers displaying goods or encumbering the 
street or the placing of signs thereon. 

32. Sidewalks or gutters must be kept free and clear of 
ice, snow, dirt, etc. 

33. Putting up advertisements, signs, etc., on tele- 
graph, trolley poles, posts, etc. 

34. Marking the sidewalks with advertisements. 

35. Throwing or placing the peel, skin or refuse of any 


fruit on the sidewalk. 


36. No telegraph or telephone or electric light pole can 


\ be erected without an ordinance having been adopted for 
| that purpose and privilege. 


37. No person shall distribute, or strew about any 


‘public or private place, in any area way or front of any 


house, any newspaper, or any piece of paper, circular, 
card or pamphlet. 
38. No person under the age of eighteen years shall be 


_ permitted to drive a jitney. 


39. No fare shall be collected on any jitney while the 
jitney is in motion. 
40. When the streets are covered with rain water, snow 


or ice, it shall be unlawful to operate a jitney unless the 


' same is equipped with non-skid tires, or with skid chains 
' or other safety devices. 


41. It is unlawful to charge more than five cents fare 
on jitneys. 
42. Overcrowding of jitneys is unlawful. 


43. It is unlawful to smoke on the front seats of jitneys 
while there are passengers riding on the rear seats. 


_ 44, Ice dealers must be licensed, and shall display 
license plate issued by the Board of Health.

45. Ice for domestic use, when in wagons or other 
vehicles, shall be kept covered with sail cloth, canvas or 
similar cotton material. 

46. Butcher shops shall be kept closed on Sundays and 
a clear interior view of the shop from the street, unob- 
structed at the windows or doors, by merchandise, signs, 
non-transparent glass, shades, etc., must be given. 


47. Ash or garbage receptacles shall be of a size not 
less than eighteen inches in width by two feet in height, 
and shall not be filled to such an extent that the contents 
will fall over the street or sidewalk. 


48. It is the duty of every police officer to report all 
street or sidewalk obstructions at once to his Superior | 


Officer. 


49. No person shall hawk, peddle, or sell any dry goods, 
wearing apparel, jewelry, ornaments, crockery, hardware, 


woodenware or tinware from stands, wagons, push carts 
or otherwise on the public streets. 


50. Letter boxes in residences shall not be used for 
circulars, handbills or advertising matter. 


51. Posting or pasting on any bill-board or fence, 


building or frame or exposing to public view, any in- 
decent poster, print or picture as an advertisement, or any — 
indecent picture, or print or poster representing indecently, | 
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the limbs or any part of the human body, or any picture | 


or cut representing the doing of any criminal act, or tend- 
ing to incite the mind to acts of immorality or crime, is a 
violation of a City Ordinance. 


52. It is unlawful for barbers to conduct their place of 
business on Sundays. There must be a clear, unob- 
structed view of the place from the street. 


53. It is unlawful for any grocery, vegetable or deli- 
catessen store to conduct his place of business on Sundays 
after ten o’clock in the forenoon, and must leave a | clear 
and unobstructed view from the street. 


| 
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54, The proprietor, manager or other person of business 
where cleaning, pressing or tailoring of wearing apparel 
is conducted, is prohibited from keeping open on Sundays 
and must expose the interior of his place of business to 
a clear and unobstructed view from the street. 

55. Motor vehicle repair shop owners must receive 
permission to conduct same, from the Board of City Com- 
missioners. 

56. All owners of garages, where three or more auto- 
mobiles are stored must receive permission from the Board 
of City Commissioners to conduct such business. 

57. Solicitors for hotels, boarding houses, telegraph 
and telephone companies, forwarding companies, auto- 
mobile owners, carriage owners, soliciting custom, pa- 


_tronage or trade at any steamship pier, railroad station, 


or railroad terminal, theatre, park or other such place 
within the City of Hoboken, must receive a license from 
the Board of City Commissioners before they can con- 
duct such business. 

58. The sale or purchase of pistols, revolvers, or other 
firearms and of ammunition, is forbidden in the City of 
Hoboken, unless a license granted by the Chief of Police 
has been obtained and only then can be sold in a licensed 
place of business. 


59. The production of or emission of dense smoke 
containing soot, or other substance and the production 
or emission of noxious, unwholesome or offensive smoke, 
odors, gases, vapors or substances from any chimney or 
smokestack connected directly or indirectly with any. 
stationary engine, steam boiler, furnace, range cr fire- 
place within the City of Hoboken, or from any steamship, 
steamboat, or other ship attached to any dock or pier or 
bulkhead in the City of Hoboken, is prohibited by City 


Ordinance. 
60. It is a Violation of a Gren Ordinance for owners of

bootblack stands, or parlors or chairs, or owners of hat 
cleaning establishments to keep open for business after 
three o'clock p. m. on Sundays. 


61. Explosives can only be handled in the city by per- 
mission from the Fire Prevention Bureau. All vehicles 
carting explosives must have signs on side and rear with 
the words “EXPLOSIVES” printed in conspicuous 
letters. 


62. The manufacture, sale or use of fireworks is pro- 
hibited and no fireworks display is permitted except by 
permission of the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department. 


63. The storage of gasoline or benzine in quantities of 
over five (5) gallons is not permitted, except by written 
permit derived from the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department. 


64. An Ordinance to regulate the heating of buildings 
rented for residential or. business purposes where people 
are employed, requiring a minimum temperature of sixty- 
eight (68) degrees Fahrenheit to be maintained therein 
at all such times. 


Rule XXXIII 


ORDINANCES OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


1. To sell or offer for sale in any public market or store, 
for the purpose of selling, any milk or butter, meat or fowl 
or food of any description that is decayed or unfit for con- 
sumption, also decayed or unwholesome fruit or vegetables 
of any description. 


2. No person shall keep upon any premises within the 
city, cattle, sheep, goats, swine, chickens, ducks or geese 
without a permit. 


3. No person shall keep a lodging house in which beds 


are let for lodgers containing two or more beds in any room 
or apartment therein, without a permit. 
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4. No person is permitted to haul or cart in vehicles 
through the streets of this City, any nauseous or offensive 
substance, without a permit. The same must be contained 
in a vehicle which shall not leak or allow any part of the 
contents to drop upon the streets. 


5. When a police Officer sees a building in course of 
erection, or street dug up with the purpose of making a 
connection with the sewer or water pipes, he shall report 
same to his commanding officer at the station house so 
that the Plumbing Inspector may be notified. 


6. Every person owning or having in his possession a 
dog, must procure a permit or license, and also a tag which 
must be securely fastened and worn upon the neck of the 
dog. Between June ist and October 1st, of each year, all 
dogs shall be securely and humanely muzzled. 


7. No person, shall, without a permit from the Board of 
Health, carry or remove from one building to any other, 
or from any vessel to the shore, any person sick with a 
contagious disease. 


8. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to 
exhibit to public gaze any deformity or freak of nature or 
any monstrosity or revolting sight detrimental to health 


9. Manure must be kept in an underground and prop- 
erly covered vault or bin or pit. 


10. Peddlers, vendors, hucksters, junkmen or other per- 
sons engaged in a like business or in any itinerant trade or 
occupation are prohibited from peddling or hawking their 
ware or trade between the hours of 8 P.M. and 8 A.M., 

‘nor shall any persons be permitted to ring any bell, or 
blow any horn, whistle or instrument or make any noise 
whatsoever at any time of the day or night, to the preju- . 
dice or peril of the life or health of any human being. 


i1. The sale of any sliced fruits, or vegetables, such as 
pineapples, watermelons, cocoanut, etc., are prohibited 
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unless the same are properly protected from dust and dirt 
and danger of infection, by being enclosed in a glass case 
with a cover attached, which cover shall at all times be 
kept down, except when a sale shall be made. | 


12. Public watering troughs for horses or other animals 
are prohibited by the Board of Health Ordinances. 

13. All milk dealers must be licensed by the Board of 
. Health. 

14. When loose milk is sold the dipper- must be kept in 
the can. 

15. Where a police officer witnesses a violation of the 
Health Ordinance, it shall be his duty to make an arrest 
or to report the facts to his commanding officer at the 
precinct, as the case may be.

FIRST AID TO THE INJURED 


In giving First Aid treatment, it is necessary that ex- 
_ treme care and cleanliness be exercised, to prevent. in- 
fection and subsequent disability. 


A Police Officer, irrespective of his rank, will be called 
upon from time to time to relieve the sick and the injured. 
It is therefore necessary that the officer shaould have a 
‘considerable knowledge of First Aid to the Injured and 
the Care of Medical Emergencies. Certain well defined 
rules have been formulated for the relief of such emer- 
gencies.. | 


A Police Officer shoutd. in the first. i atasite: appreciate 
that: he niust exercise an-inusual amount of: care and

consideration in bringing about a betterment of the in- 
jured individual’s condition. 

There is a wide range of difference between the care of 
a disabled individual, and the proper custody of an 
offender of the law. ; 

Crowds always accumulate when people are injured on 
the public highways. This also holds in connection with 


accidents in public buildings, public places, industrial 


plants, in dwelling places, etc. 


The majority of sick and injured people suffer from 
Air Hunger. An efficient officer will immediately recog- 


nize this fact. He will disperse the crowd and permit the ( 


sick or the injured sufficient breathing space. The sick 
and the injured do not require a number of individuals to 
hold or restrain them. Holding or restraining a disabled 
person usually adds to their discomfort. 


The Police Officer, until the arrival of a proper qualified 


physician or surgeon, should be in full control of the case.. 


When an individual is to be removed to a hospital or 
to an institution, the officer will make every effort to 
have those who may be associated with him exercise all 


of those kind and considerate attentions that will act ot — 


the advantage of the patient. 


When an individual is stricken with illness or with dis- 
ease and the case is placed under the care or supervision 
of a police officer during the period of emergency he will 
see that the patient is placed in the recumbent posture, 
with the head elevated. The body should be kept warm 
with suitable covering, and the patient must have plenty 
of breathing space. __ | 


If the patient is suffering with heart disease, the head 
should be placed as low as possible. Alcoholic stimulants 
should not be given. Hot tea or black coffee are sufficiently 
stimulating for FIRST AID purposes. Aromatic Spirits 
of Ammonia, in half teaspoonful doses, is also of value: 


i 


If in the judgment of the officer attending the case, the 
patient is not breathing properly, or choking, it would be 
proper to pull the tongue in the forward direction. The 
clothing about the neck and about the waist-line, should 
be loosened. In the case of a woman, it would be well to 
have someone loosen the patient’s corsets. 


ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 


Artificial respiration is performed from time to time 
when the breathing has been suspended, or where it has 
apparently ceased. This accident may happen in connec- 
tion with shocking from electricity; from the inhalation of 
illuminating gas; sewer gas; drowning; or inhalation of 
smoke; and suffocation from various and sundry chemical 
gases, etc. 

The Schaefer method of artificial respiration is the one 
that will be followed in such cases. This consists in plac- 
ing the patient flat on his abdomen, the head is turned 
slightly to one side, the tongue is pulled forward; if there 
is any foreign matter in the mouth it must be removed. 
The police officer, or the operator, kneels over the small of 
the patient’s back and makes pressure with his hands 
placed over the area of each kidney in the upward direc- 
tion from 18 to 22 times per minute. 


SHOCK 


Shock occurs in connection with all injuries to a greater 
or a lesser degree. It also occurs in connection with ill- 
ness. It is a lessening of the nervous and the physical 
forces. Embarrassed breathing; a cold skin; a cold sweat; 
and a disturbance of the circulation are the outstanding 
signs. A patient suffering with shock looks sick and is sick. 

It is essential when these symptoms are in evidence, that 
the patient be thoroughly covered to promote bodily 
warmth, and that he or she have plenty of breathing space, 
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and that they be given hot tea or coffee, aromatic spirits of 
ammonia, or jamaica ginger and water. 


UNCONSCIOUSNESS 


Unconsciousness may be due to many causes. 


It is the duty of the police officer in a case of this kind, 
to have this individual removed to a hospital for treat- 
ment and observation. 

At times it is difficult to determine whether such un- 
consciousness is due to alcoholism, fracture of the skull, 
apoplexy, Bright’s disease, heart disease or some other 
cause, 


POISONS 


The commoner types of poisoning are from carbolic 
acid, paris green, oxalic acid, bichoride of mercury and 
other types of acids. 


Poisons are either taken by mistake or with suicidal 
intent. Carbolic acid poisoning is best treated by subse- 
quent doses of alcohol. A police officer under such cir- 
cumstances would have little difficulty in securing such 
an antidote from the nearest druggist. If such an antidote 
is not available, give plenty of milk with a number of 
raw eggs. eS 

Non-acid poisons require emetics. Mustard water will 
induce vomiting. Placing the fingers down the throat will 
also produce this result. 

_ Lime in some form mixed with water is the proper anti- 
dote for oxalid acid. 


_ SUNSTROKE AND HEAT EXHAUSTION 


_ Are conditions which are most prevalent in the summer. 


In Sunstroke Cases the person is unconscious or semi- 
unconscious. The skin is very hot and dry. The face is 
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flushed. The breathing is embarrassed. The Peony tem- 
_ perature is very high. 


Treatment: Applying cold water to hie body; put- 
ting them in a cold bath, or rubbing the body with ice are 
productive of much good. 

The patient should be removed to a cool and shady 
place. 


In Heat Exhaustion the condition is brought about by 
‘extreme heat. It occurs where the temperature of the 
room, factory, shop or industrial plant is very high. 
The skin condition is cool and moist. 
The face is pale 
The breathing is of the sighing type. 
The patient looks quite ill. 


Treatment: Apply bodily warmth, so that the body 
is well covered. Give a teaspoonful of aromatic. Spirits of 
ammonia in a half glass of water. 


FRACTURES 


In all cases of fracturing of bones, the parts which have 
been injured should be so treated that there will not be 
any movement or motion at the site of the fracture, . 

Handling the injured parts, or unskillful manipulation 
of these parts may cause a tearing of muscles, nerves or 
blood vessels, and the fracture which may be of the simple 
type may be compounded. A compound fracture is one 
in which there is a fracturing of the bone and an open 
wound. The wound communicates with the fracture. 
When a fracture is of the compound type, it is essential 
that every effort should be made by the First Aid operator 
to prevent the entrance of any matter or material which 
may cause.an infection of these parts. Infection in con- 
nection with a compound fracture may endanger the 
patient's life. 


102 


A First Aid operator’s chief intent in the treatment of © 
a fracture should be to keep these parts at rest. This is. 


called immobilization or fixation of the parts. This can 


be accomplished with the use of an ordinary wooden splint, 
an umbrella, a cane, a chair rung, a piece of a door panel, 


or any other object that will hold the parts at rest. 

All individuals have a general idea about the normal 
shape of an arm, a forearm, a hand, of a thigh, leg, and of 
a foot. 

When you are applying your splint or dressing, place the 
‘injured part in a position that approaches the normal. The 
splint or other First Aid appliance which you may use, 
can be held in place with the aid of a bandage, triangle, 
bed sheeting, or any material suitable for that purpose. 

Your treatment of the case is essentially a primary mat- 
ter. At the earliest opportunity you should send him to 
a hospital or such other place as may be advisable for the 
safeguarding of his interest and comfort. 


HEMORRHAGE 


Prolonged bleeding will cause decided weakness and 
shock, and sometimes it causes death. 


.. There are two kinds of hemorrhages. 
FIRST :—Arterial hemorrhage. 
SECOND :—Venous hemorrhage. 
_ In arterial hemorrhage the blood is bright red in color 
and it spurts. 
Venous hemorrhage is dark red in color, and it wells. 
It is important in connection with hemorrhage that 
you remember these two points: 


Arterial blood is being forced by the heart's action 
to various parts of the body. 


Venous blood is on its way back to the heart. 


RG 
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Arterial hemorrhage requires that you place a tourni- 
quet above the wound, or at a point between the wound 
and the heart. 

In venous hemorrhage you place the tourniquet be- 
tween the wound and the part from which the supply is 
coming, i. e., below the wound. 

These are important facts to remember. 

Most First Aid packets contain a tourniquet. A hand- 
kerchief, a triangle, a piece of rope, a piece of rubber 
tubing, a belt or a suspender can be used as a tourniquet. 


_ The principle involved in the use of the tourniquet is 


that which is known as the Spanish Windlass. 


Pressure above or below the wound, dependent upon the 
type of hemorrhage, is the method of procedure. Pressure 
over the bleeding part of the wound with the hand, or 


the fingers, will often stop the hemorrhage. You are 
cautioned not to contaminate the wound with unclean 


hands or fingers, or unclean dressings. 


EXAMPLE:—Tie a handkerchief about the circum- 
ference of the bleeding extremity, above or below the 
wound. A piece of wood, a two-foot rule, a jack knife, 
or anything that will answer the purpose, is then placed 
under the handkerchief in an oblique position. Commence 
twisting the article which you have placed under the 
handkerchief. The twisting causes a lessening of the cir- 
cumference of the article which you have placed about 
the extremity. This constricts the tissues and the blood 
vessels and stops the flow of the blood. 

CAUTION :—Tourniquets or constrictions must be re- 
moved or released just as soon as the hemorrhage stops. 
Prolonged use of a tourniquet may cause the death of 
all of the parts:below the tourniquet. 


THE TREATMENT OF WOUNDS 


An open wound or a scratch or a pricking of the skin 
surface may be followed by considerable damage if the 
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“wounded parts become infected from the application of 
~ unclean dressings, or from’ manipulation by unclean fin- 
a gers, or from unclean instrumentation. 

Infection is prone to prolong the period of disability 
and it is also quite common after infection for the patient 
to suffer with a permanent loss of function of the injured — 
part of the body or of the adjoining parts. 

You are cautioned when treating an open wound to 
exercise an extreme degree of cleanliness. 

You are cautioned not to apply ointments, unclean 
solutions, or ordinary hydrant water, tobacco, cobwebs, 

‘brown paper and the various sundry articles that. have 
been used from time to time in connection with the | 
treatment of injuries, bécause-all of these. A are ; 
prone to do damage instead of good, 

The probabilities are that you will be supplied with First 
Aid packets. Such packets are small in sige and can be 
carried without any degree of discomfort. These packets 
contain a piece of sterile gauze, a triangle, a Tourniquet 
and a safety pin. 

Where Tincture of Iodine is available you will immedi- 
ately pour some of that solution over the wound. You 
will next apply a piece of sterile gauze, being careful not 
to place the part of the gauze which has been Contamiaanes 
by your fingers, over the wound. 


You will then fix the gauze in a poe by the applica- 
_tion of a suitable bandage. 


This is all that is expected in connection with FIRST 
AID work. 


_ All subsequent treatment will be rendered bat one > duly 
qualified to perform such work. 

You will-always bear in mind that cleanliness . is the - 
essential ue in connection with good FIRST AID 
treatment.. 

From timé to time the Police Surgeon will give talks 
on FIRST AID TO THE aE ah se to hemor ‘the 
Police Department. 
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
